So thereft of the Apoſtles call the faithfull, brethrey, 
as children of one Father,2 Theſſ.2.1.

The Sheepe-fold is the 
Church,and the Sheepe and Lambes,arethe faithfull,to 
be gathered into the Sheepefold ; 79hn to.r. 16. By hx 
Sabſtuntes, Apoſtles, Paftors,gyc. Ephe.q.t i. The Church 
is called , 4 Flocke, Luke 12. 32. Feare not little Flacke. 
Adts 20, 28. Takeheede wmio all the Flocke. Pan! ſpeakin 
to the Paſtors, 1 Pet. I. 5. ſpeaking to the Elders. Fee 
the Elocke of Chriſt, which dependeth pon you. .T heretore 
Peter had no authority over the other Apoſtles, but they 
and be had one commandement and commiſhon to goe 
into the whole World, to preach the Goſpell, and or-- 
daine Miniſters, 


The h1xt place,s HG 8.1 5.P2ter propoundeth an ele» 
ion to be made of a new Apoftie;Ergo head of the reft. 

Anſwere. This proueth that he was the Prolocutor, 
or common-ſpeaker,as with vs in Parliament,and mighr 
bethe-firſt in place, for Order,bur not the EleRor , for 
that was done by them all : as As 1.22. 4nd they ap» 
Pointed two, not Peter alone, and the election was of God dj- 
ſpoſung the Lots. 


The ſeauenthplace, Ads 1 5. 7. He s preſident of the 
Counſel of the Apoſtles, He ſpeaketh firſt, he concludeth, 
with lie.and all, B3 Anſw.

cAnſwere. The Text ſhall confute this, He, as is (aid, 
was firſt in order, (bnt not in authority) as the common 
ſpeaker : verſe 12. Barnabas and Paw! ſpake with great 
lilence of the reſt,and when they ceaſed, werſe 13. James 
anſweredz Whoſe ſentence preuailed; And then not Pe- 
ter , but all the Apoſtlew and Elders, and the whole 
Church concluded. So Peters primacy of urder , was 
not the Popes ſupremacy, 


T he eight place,Gal.1. 18, Paul after three yeeres came 
£8 ſce Peter, ({ay they) to doe hins honor : Ergo Superior. 

Anſwere. It it were ſo that he came to honour Peter, 
this proues not his-primacy ; for then ſhould Wiues be 
ſuperiors to their Husbands : For, 1 Pet.3. 7. ſaith; Lec 
18es be (ubiett to their Husbands : yet he ſaith, They muſt 
give them honour. Ahaſhureoſh honoured Mordecai,yet he 


was not aboue him. 

, Chryſoſtome , 1 Gal. ſaith; That Paul was Peters Peere 
in dignuty. Ambroſe there ſaith, Paul was even ſuch another 
as Peter. 

Auguſtine there ſaith ; Their authority to be equall, and 

for Pauls hononr, what hee wanted in time , is ſupplyed by 
Chriſts glory; not as the reſt, made an Apoftle on the 
earth, but txom heaven , while he now raigned in Ma- 
teftie. 

Gal, .11. Paul himſelfe ſaith z He was aw 4poſile, not of 
men, nor by men, but by Ieſus Chriſt : Againe, 2.6. Of 
them which ſeemed to be chicfe, 7 was not taught: And 
verſe 11. he faith ; 1hen Peter came to Antioch , 1 with- 

ſtood him to bu face © for he was worthy to be blamed. 


; Theninth place, Gal.r. 18. as before. That he tarryed 
with bim fifteenc dayes: no ſmall honour, ſay they. 
e, 


ouer the Apoſtles, 


Anſwere. . Mary, the chicte of women, went a great 
journey to ſalute Elizabeth, and taryed with her three 
moneths, no ſmall crime; the Babe ſprang in her wombe 
at her ſalutation,yea,ſhee was filled with the holy Ghoſt: 
You will not fay , I trow , Elizabeth was aboue Mary. 
Therefore Auguſtine, Ambroſe,Chryſoſt:-Theodoret, Jerome, 
and others ſay , that Paul came to Petey, not to learne 
of him, bur of reucrence and loue to be acquainted with 
him : Ergo Paul acknowledged no ſupremacy, 


The tenth place, 1ohn 10. 16. There ſpall be one Flocke, 
and one Shepheard : which is, the Bilhop of Rome. 

Anſwere. The Text plainely (heweth it to be Chriſt, 
who by the preaching of the Goſpell gathereth them 
that are not yet called, and foto the end of the World; 
that ſo there may be one Sheepe-fold, 1obn 10. 16. Him- 
ſelfe being the chiefe Shepheard, 3 Pet. 5. 4. 

In all theſe places we can finde no ſupremacy in Pe» 
ter, yet the Pope will needes be his fucceſſour, Now let 
vs ſee how he {ucceedes ; and becauſe he ſtandeth muck 
on the place,though many wretches ſucceede good men 
in place, yet we will examineit : butif he be Peters ſuce 
cefſour, he muſt ſucceed him rather in labour, in prea- 
ching the Goſpell of Chriſt, and in holy lite and con- 


uerſation.

Firſt of the place, whether Peter (ate cucr

P#- was an Apoſtle. Now the Apoſtles were not 


deputed to any certaine place ; but had the whole 
World for their Dioceſle,

Marke 16.15. Goe into all the World, preach the Goſpel 
$9 enery creature, (Fe, 

1 Pet. 1. Therefore Peter writeth vnto the Chur- 
ches which he had planted in Pomtws, Galatia, Capanocia, 
Aſia, and Betbinia, making no mention of 7zaze,or Rome; 
though I denie not, but he might be there as an Apo- 
{tle, but not to refide there : for that had beene to goe 
beyond his Commithon. 

The Papiſts alledge for their proofe, Hierome de wir is 
Haſtribus : That Peter ate Bilhop at Antioch 7. yeeres, 
and then went to Rome the ſecond of Clandtes , where 
he fate 25. yeeres, eucn to the 14.yeere of Xers, at what 
time he dyed, 


Now ler vs examinethis point. Paul was connerted 
the firſt yeere afcer Chriſt , and rarryed in Arabia three 
yeeres: Gal. 1. 17. 18. Then he went to Jeruſalem to vis 
fit Peter, the fourth yeere after Chriſt, and the 22, of Ti- 
berins, Then Peter was one at Teraſelem, Atts 12.7. As 
gaine, Peter was put in priſon the ſecond, or third of 
Claudins, Anno Chriſti 11+ and Ads 13. 14, Paxl prea- 
ched at Antioch the cight of Claudius; where it is nor like 
that Peter was : for then there had beeng little neede of 
him. Againe , Zake would haue made ſome'mention of 
him : for Paul came twice to Antioch, AFs 14.21.26.4nd 
there they aboad long time with the Diſciples ; no men- 
tion of Peters being there. About this time Paul and Bar- 
nabas goe vpto Jeruſalem, to conferre with the Apoſtles 
abour Circumcilion; where the Apoftles called a Coun- 
{ll about that matter :. where Peter was the firſt fpea- 
ker, but 7ames concludeth the point; and this wasthe 
eleucath yere of Claudius: And they wrote Letters vn bs 
rac 


a Biſbop of Ronss- 
eo the Brethren that were at ;_Awtiorhia : So wee ſee that 
Peter was not yet there,but at Jeraſalew, anne Chriſti 18. 
Glandy 10. Thar he might be ar Lamrech as an Apoſtle, 
wedenie not, but when he went,or how long he tarried, 
the Scripture (heweth nor, neucher can Papilts proue. 
But Peter being at /eruſalem the tench of Claudias,and 
Claudias dyed foure yeeres after. Now Nero lucceeding, 
raigned bur 14. yeeres; foure and 14. make but eigh= 
reene : How could Feter (it ſeauen yeeres Biſhop of 4»- 
. bioch, and after 25. yeeres at Rowe ; which maketh 32, 
yeeres? So they muſt pur 4. or hue Emperors raignes 
to make vp the number, that is, the firſt of Downties : for 
Galbs raigned but ſeauen moneths, 0tho but three mo- 
neths, Yeſþfian nine yeeres, Titzws two yecres, Domitian 
fiftecne yeeres : our of which if you take rwo yeeres, 
makes it vpche 32. and Peter was dead 1 4. yecres be- 
fore,by their owne confeſſion, the laſt of Nero: and then 
we findeanother in the place,one Amccler. To conclude, 
they can neuer prove he late Bilhop at Antiorb ſeauen 
yeeres, nor at Rowe at all, % 
Here a Friar of their owne, one Onuphrixe, skilfull in 
Antiquities, and the Popes Secretary. Jt « cleere (faith 
he) «nd manifeftly knowne by the Atts of the Apoittes,aud 
Pauls Epiftle to the Galarhians, that for nine yeeres Pace af+ 
ter Chrifts death, ywtill the ſecond of Claudius, Peter nener 
went ous of Jury: W herctore, it he. came to Rowe at that 
rime, it followerh of neceſlity, rhar he did-nor fir feauen 
ecres at Awtiech before he came thither,, bor from the 
econd of Claudius, vntill his death, is about 254 yeeres: 
and though the ancient Writers lay , He (are. at Rowe, 
yeric followerh not,chat be aboade flillin zhe Cixy: For 
in the fourth yeere afrer his cqmming thigher, he retor- 
ned 


"- 


ned to Tera/ſalem, and was preſent at the Counſell there: 
Thence he came to Avtion, and there continued ſeauen 
yeeres, vntill the raigne of Ners, when he came to Rowe, 
where hee repaired the Roman Church, which was de- 
caying.

A- 
bout the ſame time, John of Conflantinople,Bilhop, was 
called vniuerſall Biſhop. 7ohs the firſt Bilbop ot Rame, 
a good man, was put.in priſon, and dyed for the truth.

John the twenty one ſate tenneyeeres : Hee crowned 
Conrad Emperour ; and therefore hee defended him a- 
gainſt the Rowwans, Theophilact, alias Beneditt the ninth, 
Tobn, Gratian, Laurence, Maſſean, Bra7nius, Helgibr and: 
all Coniurers ruled at Rame, dune 1031. 


Bexet the ninth fate tenne yeeres, foure moneths, and 
nine dayes. Sspp.Chron. He was an horrible Coninrer, 
who by inchantment having got the Popedowe to his 
two Vnck'es, Benedice, and Tohn, now himſelfe obtained 
ir. Heſtirred vp Petey of Hungary againſt the Emperour

In the time of the former Schiſme hee was adiudged a 
Symoniacke, and Homicide., yet he bought the Pope- 
dome of Benet. Ro. Bayas. 


Clement the ſecond fate nine moneths : After the foure 
aboue-named were depoſed: He was choſen in ful coun- 
ſell: Hee crowned Hexry the third Emperour, who be- 
fore he departed from Rome, conftrayned the Romanes, 
by oath, torenounce their right of Ele&ion, without a- 
ny more medling therein hereafter, to awoyd Schiſme, 
and Scandals, which commonly ariſe of ſach EleQions. 
Naxcler. The Romanes, after his departure, forgettin 
their oath, impriſoned this Pope, after he had nc 
nine moneths . Some fay that Damaſus his Succeſſour 
was Author thereof : others ſay , Gerard Brafier and 
Heldibrand , a man expert in poyſoning. Bene, In his 
time men forged Vihions and Miracles, toeſtabliſh the 
Sacrament of the Mafle , which then was called the Sa- 
crameat of the Altar : this Pope was poyſoned foone 
after the Emperours departure.

to pleaſerhe Emperour, in eletingan Almaine,borne of

Stephen the ninth fate ten inoneths, after other foure 
moneths., hee brought Millane vnder the obedience of 
Kome, which from the Apoſtles time was free.

Benet the tenth fate nine moneths: the Romuanes Cory 
rypred with filuer.,, elefted him againſt the Cannons, 
though the Clergie were againſt ir. Bur he was conſtrat- 
ned to giue aper the Popedome, and led a private life. 


Nicholas the ſecond fatethree yeeres and fix months : 
he called a Counſellat Rowe, where they decreed Tran- 
fabſtamtiation, Nicholas cauled Berengarias to recant.

Alexander the ſecond fate eleuen yeeres: He had Can- 
dalus cholen againſt him , who comming to Rowe wich 
a (trong band ; Alexander met him with the Romans, 
and the batrell was bard and (harpe, where was a great 
laughter , where Alexander got the day . The warre 
berwixt them continued ewo yeeres. Candalaus was con- 
ſtrained to yeelde, and to redeeme his lite with fixe hun- 
dred markes. John le maire 1062. 

Alexander was buftcted by Hildebrand , was impriſo- 
ned,& died, about 1074. Others, 1062.Bexns Cardinal. 


Gregory the ſeauenth, before called Hildebrand , fate 
tweluc yceres, and one moneth: rather a monlter in na» 
turethen a man. Hee poyloned ſcauenor eight Popes 
by the ſeruice of Brazwtas , the ſooner to come to the 
Papaciez hee viucped rhe Papacie without Emperour, 
'Clergie, or poopie. Hee crue'ly hand ed the fami'y of 
Laintize, who had impriſon:d him 4 he cauſed rhe Em- 

ur three dayes to artend bare foure for abſelution. 

e ſtirred Rodwiph againſt him, and two more, one after 
the death of another: hee vſed ro:carry about him a cu- 
rious booke of Nigromancy, which one day torgetting, 
hee ſent ewo of his truſty ſeruants, in ſuchinarters, ro 
fetch it him ( being now at the doore of the Zateran } 
with a ſpecjall charge, not to lookeinro it. Bur they of a 
curious mindeopened ir and readin the Booke ; and fo» 
dainely the Angells of Sathan preſented them ſues, the 
multitude whereof, and the 7 Y of them , Gon 

2 the 
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theſe two men almoſt out of their wits , and as 
themſelues reported, theſe evil! ſpirits inſiſted ſtrongly, 
lay ing 5 Wherefore have you called vs? Command vs 
quickely-what you will bave vsto doe , elſe we will fall 
vpon you, &c. Oneof the young men an{wered , Caſt 
vs downe theſe walls ftrait-way, and ſhewing them cer- 
raine high wz'ls, in a moment, the evill ſpirits threw 
them to the earth . They thus terrified, and trembling, 
2a|moſ without breath , came to their maſter ; this wri- 
teth Bezno, a Cardinall, who was in this time. This Pope 
prafiſed treaſons and murther againſt the Emperour, 
inſomuch as hee ſought to haue ſlaine him even in the 
Churchas he ſhould have been at his prayers. He prai- 
ed often in the Church of Saint Marke in mount Avecn- 
tine. The Pope ſubornedone, promiſing great ſumames 
of money, tolay great ſtones vpon the beames of the 
Church , over the place where the Emperour viſually 
prayed, and to be letdowne vpon the Emperour to 
cruih him to death : but this wretched creature remo- 
uing a ſtone too heauie for him, fell downe withit vpon 
the pauement of the Church,& it burſt him all aſunder, 
1obn Biſhop of Port the Popes Secretary , openly in the 
Pulpet confefled Hildebrand to have done fach a thing, 
and we alſo as deceuers (hould be burned aliue; giving 
to vnderſtand,that which he had done of the Sacrament 
of the Supper of our Lord, that is, thedecreeof Tran- 
ſubſtantiation : whereof Zildebrand commanding Coun- 
ſell of a certaine thing (as of old the Painims did of their 
Idols ) hee caſt the Hoaſt into the fire, becauſe it gaue 
hm no anſwere, though che Cardinalls ſpake againſt it.

YViftor the third was made Pope , not by eleRion of 
Cardinalls, nor people of Rome, but was there inthroni- 
zed, by Mathilde, Gregories louer onely,and the Normans 
of that fation : hee late foure monerths. Heentred and 
intended to follow the example of his predecefour Gre- 
gorie, in moving of warres, and againſt the Emperour, 
and Pope Clement : he died of poiſon, which was put in» 
to the Challice by his Subdeacon as he ſung Maſle, Her- 
wan.ContratÞ.Car ſulay. pr emonſt. 1086, 


Yrban the ſecond, chaſen by Mathilde onely, againſt 
the will of the Emperour, fate twelne yeares, foure mo- 
neths,and ninetcene dayes. He was Hildebrands famili« 
ar, he watred,8& cauſed to grow his pernitious ſeeds, He 


excommunicated the Archbiſhop of Rawenns, and Cle 
E'3 | mens 
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wchethird,becauſe be bad bin choſen by the Em- 
percur : ſomecall kim the Pertarber of the World, He 
would ablolue none excommunicated by Hildebrand : 
and fearing to tall into danger of his life;he went ſecret» 
ly our of the Towne, and celebrated many Synods ar 
Melph, two at Troy, three at Plaiſance , foure at Cleree 
wort , fiue at Towres, in which he confirmed the as of 
Hildebrand, and made new Eccleſiaſticall ordinances, to 
tortifie the Papacy . This Pope curled the Emperour, 
.and the Ante-pope Clement, and he him againe . Hee 
- heard Anſelme againſt Hulliam Rufus 1088. 


Paſchal the ſecond ate ceighteene-yeeres , and lixe 
moneths, and ſcauen dayes: He followed the ſteppes of 
Hildebrand: He imployed- all bis time in warres : he put 
from their dignities all Ecclefiaſticall perſons which nad 
been ordained by the Emperor. Heafſcmbled a Coun« 
ſell at Rome. 1 201. becauſe of an opinion of a Bilhop of 
Florence, touching Antichriſt aiready borne. Sabeliicae. 
Seeing ſo many miſchiefes committed in the Church, he 
prohibited Miniſters marriages . Hee rencwed the ex- 
communication of Gregory the ſeauenth, and Y+bax the 
ſecond,againſt che Emperour Henry the fourth, cauſing 
the ſonnerto take vp Armes againſt his tather , an inhu- 
mane, and horriblecrueltie. The ſor ne mott vnnatu- 
rally belieged his father, tooke him traicerouſly, diſpoi- 
led him of all his [Imperiall dignities, and made him die 
a poore miſerable man, in great captiuitie and heanines: 
and all at the inftigation of Chrifts pretended Vicar. 
Yer this Papall monſter, not appeaſed with his death, 
commanded by bis Letters, that his body fhould be vn- 
buried, and caftout of the Church, &c. and to _

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with the Hiftory of theinlines;& 
prived for fiue yeeres of Sepulture:Suſek 
diſpoyled the Archbilbop of Raxenms lanc 
plying them to his owne profic : andatter commandec 
the Archbiihop of che ſame place to be raken vp/,, who 
had beene choſen Pope by the Emperour,in the time of 
Gregory the ſeuenth,(1xe yeares atrer hee bad laid in the 
Sepuichre. The Emperor and the Pope accorded, yeel- 
ding to Hewrythe htc inveſtitures: but after kereuoked 
it and excommunicated the Emperour .

Gelafis the ſecond fate one yeere and ſ1z-months,was 
choſen without the Emperor: he was impriſond by Ciz- 
thius a great man of Rome, but he was deliuered by the

earing, fled to Gazette . The Emperor created another 
Pope called Gregorie the eight , the eighteenth Schiſme 
of cwo Popes . Gelacius condemned the Emperour,and 
the Ante-pope. R.Barwe. Gelaciay came ſecretly to Rowe; 
hee was knowne, and hardly eſcaped inte France. Supp. 
Chron. 1118. Hedyecd ofa plurilic at Clugni, where he 
was buricd. 


Calixt the ſecond fate fiue yeeres : he was choſen by 
the Cardinalls.

Anaciete the Ante- 
pope hearing thereof, Role away all the treaſure and re- 
liques of the Church, to wage them which were of his 
band: He dyed with griefe, and his Cardinalls craued 
pardon.

AnaFafixs late one yeere. 
Adrian the fourth fate five yeeres and fixe moneths: 


he would'not goe tothe Church of Zateran to be conſe- 


crated , vntill firſt 4Ywold Bilhop of Brixe was caſt out 
of the Towne, who oppoſed himſelfe againft rhe aUmi- 
niftration of Ciuill thin and Temporall Sword, which 
the Clergic had oerpe. Hee was angry with the Em- 
perour for holding his left ſtirrope at his lighting . Hee 
ſtirred vp all 7:ale to rebell againſt him, tor receiuing 
homage of his owne Biſhops. He was roubled of the 
Romans for their auncienc Liberties. lobn of Satisburie 
Bilhop of Chartyrs, was a'worthy man : Hee reptoued 
many things in the Clergie, and Popes, and being very 
familiar with 44rian, he was heard to ſay to'7oby, That 
__ avere miny Popes which rather fycceeded Romw- 
_ kle'itymiprthier, then Saint' Peter in feeding the ſheepe. 
He excothmuhicated 1iliew King of. Ficils, and Powl,

Alexander the third ſate about two and twenty yeers: 
He was choſen by one halle of the Cardinalls , and Yi- 
Gor on the other fide; and ſocontinued a Schiſme of 
two Popes twenty ycergs ; cuen ail the dayes of Alex- 
ander : Forafter Vidtor , came Pafchelss the third , then 
Calxt, laſtly, Innocent : vnto thele all che Bilhops of the 
Empire were {worne. Alexander granted the auncient 
Liberiies to the Romans. He cauſed all 1:alie to rebell a- 
gain che Emperour : hee troade vpon the Emperours 
necke. Hze defended Beeket againſt Henrythe ſecond, 
King of England 11 60. Hee _—_ the Emperours 
death (while he was bulicd with the Turke) ſenta Let- 
ter to the Turke, with the lmuely Image of theKing, to 
ſeeke to ſlay him. The Empeour with his Chaplaine 
on a bote day going to walh him, was ſurprized by an 
ambuſh of che Suirans, and brought before the Turke, - 
where he fained himſelfe to be the Emperours Chaps 
laine ; but the Turke ſhewing him'his Image , and the 
Popes Letters, he confeſſed the truth,and delired fayor: 
at length the Turke ſent him away, vnder certaine con- 
ditions agreed betwixt them. The Emperovr returning, 
aſtgned a day at Noremberg, and aflembled his Courr, 
declared the Pope Alexander his treaſon , ſhewing his 
Letters,and the m_ Briefty, cuery.one promiſcd his 
he!pe to pay his ranſome, and to doe iuftice vpon the 
fag Alexander . The Pope vnderſtandiog his treaſon 
was colneto light ,and what the SAEOPF intended a> 
gainſt him, hc fled from Remein thebabire of his coole, 
and came to Yewice. The Yenetians maintained the Pope, 
The Emperour ſent Embaſſadours to demand ew 
ander ; 


with the Hiſtory of thei Ihes, Oe, 
ander;finally,he ſent his fonne 0tho : the youth led with 
his Company, gave bartell: he loft the victory, and was 
taken priſoner ; which the Pope ſeeing, would not a 
with the Emperour, except he came to Yemiee , and re- 
ceiued the meanes he would offer . The Emperour to 
helpe his ſonne , came toFexice. The Pope would nor 
abſolue him of excommunication , vnrill he preſented 
himſelfe at the doore of Saint Markes Church : When 
he came thither, the Pope commanded him, in the pre- 
ſence of al the people,to caſt himſelte vpon the ground, 
and demand pardon ; which he doing, the Pope ſer his 
foot vpon the Emperours necke, and preſſing itdowne, 
ſayd : Thou ſhalt goe wpon the Aſpe and Baſiluke, andiread 
wonder thy feete, > Lyon and the Dragon. T he Emperour 
anſwered; This was not ſaid to thee, but to Peter. Bur 
the Pope ſtepping againe vpon his neck, anſwered,Borh 
to me, aud to Peter . The Emperourtearing ſome dan- 

er,held his peace; and {o was ablotued, and vpon con- 
Gitions agreed. Eſtate of the Church, and Plat, Now let 
the world iudge, whether this be Chrifts Vicar, Peters 
true Succeſſour, a ſeruant of ſeruants , or a Luciferian 
proude Pope, the ſonne of perdition , and Antechrift 
himſelfe, that fictech in the Temple of God, and boaſt 
eth himſelfe aboue all that is called God.

Clement the third fate three yeeres, and (ixe months: 
he made a Decretall againſt all ſuch Prieſts as celebrated

Heere is nothing reſpeted but outward things, andthe 
commandement of Gad negletted. Note againe, com- 
mon bread was now in vie in the Lords Supper. 


Celeſiinethe third fate fixe yeeres : Hee crowned the- 
Emperour with his feet, ſittingin his Pontifical Chaire, 
and holding the Imperiall Crowne betweene his fecte ; 
and the Emperour bowing downe his head, and like- 
wiſe the Empreſle, receiued it from his feet : and imme- 
diately hee kickes it off againe to the ground, in token 
that he had power (it he ſo deſerue)to depoſe bim . The 
Cardinalls ſtanding round about, reuerencly tooke it 
vp, and et it on their heads againe. Barowirs, Ranulph, 
Aerie of Iniquitie, 


1onocent the third (ate eighteene yecres : he abſolued 
the Princes from their oath to the Emperour ,: cauſed 
them to chooſe 0tho the fourth, and after excommunt 
cated Othe a:lo. This Pope added a very dangerous pe- 
ſilence vnto the Arricles of the Faith, that is, Tranſub- 
ftantiarion, as a thirteenth Article of the Faith. See the 
Decreralls. Ti.1. De Summa Trinitate && fide Apoitolica, 
cap. Firmiter credimus . This Decretall was made in the 
yeere of Chriſt 1215. and-promulged in the Counſel! 
of Zazeray . Hee made another Decree of the Cannon 
of the Maſle, and commanded it to be receiued, as from 
the Apoſtles : Thus they place in the roome of the do- 
= ctrine 
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Arine of the Apoſtles, their owne Decrees. Hee alſo 
commaunded conteſhton inthe Priefts care, at the leaſt 
oncea yeare . See Decretal, Ti4.38.cap. Omnes vriuſq; 
ſexs, He dyed at Pice, Anno 1216. 


Honorixz the third fate tenne yeeres, and ſeauen mo» 
neths : he excommunicated the Emperour : hee raiſed 
the French againſt the Earle of Theloſja, for fauou- 
ring CAtbingenſes . He was denyed in France the exaQti- 
ons of two Prebends in euery Church,and two Monkes 
in every Abbey 1216. Hee confirmed the order of the 
Jacobines, which his predeceſſors had refuſed to dog and 
confirmed the order of the Mendiants. He comman« 
ded the Hoſte ſhould be keptin a place by it ſelfe , and 
well incloſed. When the Hoſte was lifted vp,the people 
to do reverence, and bowe to it; and alſo, when it was 
carried to the ſicke . He confirmed the order of Saint 
Francis. Faſci. temporum. Thus the fulneſſe of infeRion 
is come intothe Church by the foure plagues of beg- 
ging Monkes. 


Gregorie the ninth fate fouretcene yeeres , and three 
moneths: This Pope.heaped vp Decretalls, and com- 
manded them to be kept through all Chriſtendome, in 
Schooles and [udgement, Thus the word of God is ſer 
alide for their traditions « Peter de Yiewna complained, 
Thar all the world cannot fill the inſatiabtitie of the 
Popes That the turpiradesot the Clergie are fo great, 
andenormious, as {hameforbidderh to ſpeakethereotf. 
Hee alſo maintained, that the Pope, neither by divine, 
nor humane right, hath any power of the Sword. The 
Pope excommunicated him. 14/i{/;aw the Gold-ſmith at 
this time, (heweth that the Pope is Antichriſt, Rome Ba- 
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bylon, the Prelates, members of Antichrift. Ceſarims 10. 
Diſtind#.3. of his Dialogues . The Pope was driven our 
ot Rome by the Rowans. He curled the Emperour Fre- 
derike for nor going to the holy Land : and the ſecond 
tice, for unibing Rebells, and received 12090. oun- 
ces of gold, for abloluing him . Yide Pat. and the Ay- 
fterie of Iniquitie. pa.360. He curſed the Greeke Church, 
and they him againe : he plagued the Clergie of England 
by exattions , foure markes of every Churctr: the fite 
_ of eucry Eccleſiaſticall perſon : 19000. markes 

or maintaining of the warres againſt the Emperour : 
he ſtirred vp his ſonne againſt him. He wrote to the $4- 
r4zens,not to agree with bim, He fe)l out with the Car- 
dinall Columns, becauſe he would not doe a vile meſſage 
to the Emperour, ſaying z I hold thee not hence-forth 
for Cardinall : Nor I thee for Pope, ſayd Column: and 
{o he departed : Math. Pariſ. See the Myſtery of Iniquity. 
fol. 304. Gregorie afflited with ſo many milchietes, fell 
ficke, and dyed with ſorrow and griefe. 1241. 


Celeſtipe the fourth ſate eighteen dayes:was poiſoned, 


Tunocent the fourth ſateeleuen yeeres, and fixe mo- 
neths : He canonized many Saints, made much of beg- 
ging Friers . Hee preſcribed the Emperour Frederike, 
and Cearade, andthen commanded jvilliam to be cho- 
ſen againit him. HeexaQted in England the third of all 
Church-goods: and the yeerely fruits of vacant Benefi- 
ces,and halfe of all Non-reſidences: and all the inteltare 
Eccleſiaſticall. Againe,of fome Prieſts, fifteene,of ſome 
tenne, of ſome, fiue able men, furniſhed with horſe and 
harnefleto the warres, for one whole yeere : beſides 
1 0090. markes, and after 750000. markes to 

| this 
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this warre , in deſpice of King Henry; belides Peter- 
pence : 69209. markes yeerely of Atient Clarkes : He 
reuoked Friers priuiledges, excommunicated them , 
and all religious perſons . The Emperour ſayde (tore- 
ſecing what wou'd tollow when hee was choſen Pope) 
I haye loſt a Cardinall my friend , and have choſen a 
Pope mine enemie: Plat. So honours change manners; 
and the very pride of the place makes them forget all 
duty to God, and man, He dyed miſerably at Naples, 
fooner than he thought. Naucler, 1250. 


Alexauder the fourth ſate ſeauen yeeres : he was ſer vp 
againſt Conrade the Emperour: hee reuoked the acts of 
Innocent , condemned the Bookes of Gulielhmas de San- 
Fo amore, written againſt Begging Friers: Plas. popilh 
Clergie, calling the Pope Antechriſt . He loſt his armie 
in Nicres, and comming to Yiterbe, he dyed there 1 261. 

From Silue/ter tlie ſecond that diuelliſh Magitian, vn- 
till this time, the Popes hane reigned as incarnate di- 
yells, in all erumperies, deceits, oppreſſion of the good, 
and maniteft ryrannies, and have tormented by their in» 
- fernall furies , the greateſt monarkes ; Henry the fourth 

and _ the ſecond Fredericke, and orher princes ot the 
earth, | 


Frbane the fourth fate three yeeres and one moneth : 
hee raiſed vp warres againſt Mew/roy, and after againſt 
Conradim, and ouercame them both, and ſo obrtayned 
the lands; but the end was miſerable : for the Sicellians,, 
atter the yeere 1282, rebelled againſt him, and ew all 
his French army in an euening ſodainely , and opened 
their women great-with childe , and caft away their 
fruit, thatchey, nor none of chat generation anight re- 
maine, 
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maine. This occaſion was afterward commonly called, 
the Exenſong of Sicilie : This Pope dyed at Peruſe. 


Clement the fourth fare three yeers and nine months : 
He had wifeand children, Hee wasthe King of Frexce 
his Chancellor, After his wifes death, he was Biſhop of 
Pay : atter Archbiſhop of Narbes : after Cardinall,and 
was choſen Pope . Hee demanded a certaine tenth in 
Almayne. 1ohn, Gloſſator ofthe Decree, and Prouoſt of 
Satnt Stephen de Alberftate, oppoſed himfelte againſt ir, 
and appealed to the next Conncell , for the which hee 
was excommunicated of the Pope, and depriued of his 
ofhce.Sea of Hiſtories, Clement had a nephew which held 
three Benefices; he conftrained- him to forſake ewo of 
them. Xavcler, He died at Y#erbe. 


Gregorie the tenth fate foure yeeres : he aſſembled a 
Counſel! at Zions, where was agreed the tenth part of 
the goods of the Ehurch, to be giuen for ſixe yeeres, to 
maintaine the warres for the conqueſt of the lands be- 
youd the Seas. He labored to bring the Greeke Church 
vnto Rome, but all in vaine; ſo as heis not vniuerſall Bie 
ſhop, nor his Succeſſors, 1272: He came to Aretinum, 
where he died. 


Tuwocemt the fift fare lixe moneths, and two dayes. 


Adrian the fift [ate fortie dayes : he died at Yiverbe, 
1276. before. hee was conſecrated. 


Tehn the two and twentieth ſate eight moneths , pro- 


| miſing himſel{c long life, foretold by rhe Starres, as hee 


afirmed it, bur in the preſence of his people, a new 
Vault, Yalerixs calleth it a playing Hall z Sale, a _ 
| an 
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and precious chamber, which he had builtin his pallace 
at Yiterbie, tell the fourth day following ſodainely vpan 
him, in. the yeere 1277. and the ſeauenth dayatter the 
ſfayd ruine, he was found miſcrably (laine, betwixt the 
ſtones and the timber, and was buried in che great - 
Church. Here the Pope found by experience the va- 
nity of his divination . At this time was the doQrineot 
the iWaldoes, holding but two Sacraments, baptiſme and 
the Communion : The Maſe an abhominable andde- 
teſtable thing, and thereforeto be aboliſhed : All hu- 
mane tradition to be reiected, as not neceſſary to ſalna- 
tion : againſt many other toyes of Popery; againſt the 
Popes Supremacie z called Rome very Babylon, and the 
Pope the fountaine of allevill, 


Nicholas the third fate foure yeeres: He tranſported 
to himſelte che dignity of the Senator of Rowe, He made 
a Parke tor Hares and Conies, for his pleafure to hunt 
in. Hegaue much to his nephew, or rather baſtard,cal- 
led Barthand , that hee tooke from others by force : as 
ſome ſay , bee ingendered vpon a Concubine of his 
baſtards, a monſter, whoſe haire and nayles were like a 
Beares. Sce John de Nos, in his Inſtitutions of Beds. 

And as hee was determined to preferrethe houſe of 
the Yrþns,of which houſe he was,and therefore had cau- 
ſed ta be paynted the piftures of -Beares in the Pallace, 
being in the rowneof Satry, hee was taken'with an A» 
poplexy,of which he died ſodainly, and without ſpeech. 
ANN 1291. Kang! 


Aartin the fourth ſate two yeeres and eight months; 
he excommunicated Peter Lingek Ar420n,and expoſed 
{& that could ger ut, be- 
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cauſe hee ordaynedan army by Sea into Sicilze againſt 
Cherks; and abſolved his ſubiefts of their oath . Note 
rhat all cae'paſtimeot Popes, is, toſer Princes together. 
by the cares. Hee granted to Rome the choyce of two 
Senators, of the Nobilitie, and excommunicated Pa- 
holagus Emperour of Greece. He tooke the Cencubine 
ot his predeceſſour. Nicholas : but left ſuch an accidenr 
might happen him as did vnto others z namely, that if 
he had a childe, ir ſhould be like vnto a Beare, he com- 
manded all the Beares which had beene paynted in the 
Pallace by a Pope of the houſe of the #/rſwws, thould be 
defaced : Forhe knew well,that the figure of things vp- 
on whieh women thinke,when they conceiue,oft-times, 
is certainely imprinted in them . Tho. Cooper Abridge- 
ment of Chron. Burt as once hee was taking his ordinary 
refetion with his Captaines, he was taket-with a ſecret, 
mallady whereof he died. Sec Cuſalanwe, 


Honorizs the fourth ſate two yeeres : he excommuni- 
cated Peter King of Aragon, who then occupicd the: 
kingdome of Sicthe againſt Charles, and confirmed the 
Edi& of his Predecefſour againſt him, Thus they ſyc- 
ceed one another in cruelty : he confirmed the Se& of 
Awguſt, He died. 1288. 


Xichslas the fourth fate foure yeeres,and one month. 
Nawder. Some lay fix yeeres. "ny cruell warres, mur- 
thers, diſſentions, and brawles in his time happened. in 


Rowe, vpon his occaſion, giving more countenance to 
the onepart, then tothe other : and this continued two | 
yecres. Faſci, temiporurs. Nicholas died of griete , becauſe 
all chings happened not after his wiſh. 12.91. 


Celefine 
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Celeſtine rhe fift fate two yeeres and five moneths : he 
went about the reformation of the Clergie : they grind- 
ing theirteeth at him, called him Sot and Dotard : one 
of theſe companions killed Bexet;luborned another, who 
making a cranny in his chamber , many nights cryed as 
it had beene an Angell from heauen, Celeſtine, Celeſtine, 
renounce thy Papacy , for that charge exceedeth thy 
force. Somealſo in the day time counſelled him to giue 
over his Popedome,and prouide for bis ſaluation. Note 
wee here that Rowe cannot abide to heare of reformati= 
on . Ashe returned from Naples, he dilmifled himſelfe 
of that charge, &c. See Chriſtian Meſſrs : yer firſt hee 
made a conſtitution by all cheir conſents, Thatit ſhould 
be lawfull for a Pope to giue over ſucha charge : which 
Bowiface his (uccefiour ſubeilly confirmed, andplacedir 
in the (ixt booke of his Decretalls : But this Beniface 
fearing that the people deſpiling him , ſhould cleaue 
vnto Celeſtine , cauſed him to be pur in cloſe priſon, 
, where he dyed, 1295. | 


Boniface the eight fate eight yeeres and nine moneths: 
He obtained the place(as before)by fraud and violence, 
to his predeceſſour Celeſtine . This is he of whom is 
ſpoken, that hee entred as a Foxe, reigned as a Lion, 
and diedas a Dogge. He was aterrour ro Emperours, 
Kings and Princes, Nations and People, which he more 
reſpe&ed then Religion , which gave and rooke away 
kingdomesat his pleaſure , extraordinarily thirſting af- 
ter gold from all places . He was alſo cruell againſt the 

, for he cauſed a godly man, buricd twenty yeeres 
before, to be taken out of his grave, and burnr for here- 
fic,as he decreed, His pride andarrogancie was ſo _ 
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fall to Princes, -as Philip King of France, to bring vnder 
his pride ade forces againſt him, inuaded him priuily 
inthe night at CAnagm, and breaking downe the gates, 
cooke him in his fathers houſe, and carried him to Rowe 
priſoner, where through. griete of minde he dicd,thirtie 
five dayes after ; and all his goods and treaſure went to 
pillage. Platin. 1ohn de la Maire. On Alhwedneſday he 
gaue Alhes vnto the peopieof Genes : and Porchat the 
Archbilhop of the Towne. preſented himlelte before 
bim , and vnderfſtanding that hee was of the Gebellins, 
whom he hated, hee being ou his.knees vnconered, re- 
ſpeRting neither day nor place, peaple , or religion, in 
his malice he caſt an handfull of aſhes in his eies,& abu- 
ſing Scripture ſaid : Remember that thou art a Gebelline, 
and that with Gebelius then ſhaltbe broyg bt to aſhes and 
ſtrait depriucd the Archbiſhop of his, dignity , though 
after he reſtored him. Plating, Criwiſ. Cor. Abb. 1295. 


Benet the eleventh ſate eight moneths : hee was a 
g00d man, and ſtudied for concord t hee-conternned 
Friers , renoked Bonifaces Decrees . Comming to Pe- 
ruſe, he there fell {icke,and dyed : But it was after pro- 
. ued,, that a certaine Abbeſſe preſented vnto him poyſo= 
ned figges , whereof hee dyed ; and Zeander afhrmeth 
hee dyed of poylon. 1304. 


Clement the fift ſate at Auignon eight yeeres and tenne 
moneths : hee was enthronized at Lyons, in the Church 
of Saint /#ft., with a mighty concourſeof the Cleargie, 
and all eſtates, Bur their great pompe was mixed with 
great mourning - for as an innumerable multitude were 
mounted vpon an olde wall of Saint 7sf, the ſayd wall 
{cll, and ſlew Duke Join of Brittajve : The King =_ 
there. 
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there wounded , and the Pope throwne ouer his horſe, 
and troden vnder foote, where he loſt a rich Carbancle 
out of his triple Crowne, eſteemed ar ſixe thouſand 
florens of golde, ( Pride muſt hane « fall: ) beſides, more 
then twelue other noble perſons were there wounded, 
and dyed. Thele things done, the King departed, 
and the Pope made his relidencie at Awjgnon. This Pope 
kept his Roman Court , not at Rome , bur at Avignon, 
where it abode by the ſpace ot ſeauentie three yeeres, be- 
fore it returned to Rome . See Joby le Maire. Hee ſent 
three Cardinalls tro gouerne Rome. This Clement was a 
publique whoore-monger , and a great maintayner of 
harlots. Chron. Herms, Paralip. Yeſþ. He gaue to them that 
offered themſelues againſt the Twrke, toure ſoules out of 
Purgatory, at their will, 4gr:ppe de vanutas. This Pope 
commanded the Angells to carry into the ioyes of Pa» 
radice , and draw out of Purgatory , the ſoule of him 
wholoeuer ſhould die in the way going in pilgrimage to 
Rome : mureouer, that the paines of hell {hall no way be 
inflited yponthem. In a Bull which is kept by Coppy 
at Yienns and Limego at this day. Agrippe de wvanit. 
Scient . Hee condemned them that would not wor» 
ſhip the bread of the Euchariſt, He ordained, Fhatthe 
oathes delivered to Princes, were notoathes of lubie> 
Rion , but of fidelity. Hce ordayned a feaſt inſtituted 
in the honour of the bread in the Eucharift , which the 
Papiſts call Gods feaſt . Hee pronqunced thatthe Re» 
liques of Saints ought to be greatly honoured.. Finally, 
he being tormented with a fluxe of the belly., and paine 
of the ſtomacke and (ides, he decealcd.in a Caſtle calle 
Rocquemanre vpon Boſue 171 4. | 
Behold here how humane traditions doeincreaſe in- 
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—_— word of God. 

lobwthe three an4 twentith fate nineteene yecres and 
foure moneths . Hee condemned the Conſtitutions of 
Nicholas. Deer.6. tit.12. He madea Conſtitution againit 
Friers Minors : ke taught certaine errours , amongtt 0- 
thers, thar ſoules ſo ſoone as they were diſpoyled of the 
bodies , ſhould not fee God before the laſt ludgement. 
AMaſſius witneſſerh , his father had ſo tapght him before. 
He writ to the Grerians, that there was but one Church, 
whereof hee was chiefe, and the Vicar of leſus Chriſt. 
The Grecians anſwered , Wee beleeue ſurely that thy 
power is very great ouer thy ſubjects; we cannot indure 
thy extreame pride, nor ſatishethy couetouſneſle : the 
Diuell be with thee, for God is with vs. John de Is Man» 
dawill in his {ixt booke rehearſeth it. He declared Lewes 
de Baniere a Rebell, Schiſmaticke,and Heretike, becauſe 
(being choſen Emperour ) hee tooke the governement 
without any oath tothe Pope of ſubietion. Hiers Ma- 
rizs . The Emperour cameto appeaſe the Popes rage 
to Atllaine, and ſent to Avignon, tothe Pope, that hee 
would grant him kindly , the ornaments of the Empire, 
.the Pope refuſed his Ambaſſadours, with great ſhame, 
and cited the Emperour peremptorily, that hee would 


come to Auienes, and ſubmit himſelfe to the ordinances - 


of the Church. The Emperour knowing their tyranny, 
would not fabmit himſelfe ; as if hee were his ſeruant, 
and would not goe, but ſent againe to make the ſame 
requeſt .. The Pope perlifted in his opinion, &c-- The 
Emperour calling vato him many Princes and Lords of 
Ttahkie, came to Reme,where he was honourably receiued 
of the people, The greateſt Lords of Rewve ſent Ambal- 
{adours tothe Pope, befeeching him to viſit the towne, 
and 
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and grantto the King of the Romans the imperial! orna» 
ments : which if he retuled to doe, they proteſted to ob» 
ſeryethe auncient Law , and to viethe right of the Rs- 
man people. The Pope hearing the Embaſlage , draue 
them. backe ſhamectully with vile words, and threates ; 
which the Roman people ſeeing, departed, and fo by the 
commandement of all the Clergie, and people, hee was 
crowned, &c. Hereupon the Pope accuſed him as one 
guilrie ot divine treaſon, and an beretike, and publiſhed 
againſt him a very rigorous Proceſſe. ( Oh Luciferian 
pride, vnbeſceming Peters ſucceflour.) The Emperour 
tortifying himſeite , publiſhed in all parts of the Em- 
pire, an appellation againſt the Pope, that bee for his 
part doth execute the Teſtament of leſus Chriſt, teach- 
ing peace; which the Pope diſturbeth in ali Chriſten- 
dome, and remembers nor, that all che honour he now 
hath , was graunted by Saint Con/fantine , to Silveſter, 
when he was yethid , and therefore accuſeth him ot In» 
gratitude, &c. and then they agreed to bring into the 
Church of Chriſt , the auncient cuſtome ned in e- 
letting the Pope ; namely , that being choſen by the 
people, he ſhould be confirmed by the Emperour: and 
therefore one,called Peter Carbarie, a F rier, was created 
Pope, and called Nicholas the fifr : and Pope Jobs was 
declared an hereticke, a tyrant of the Church, and nor 
a Paſtour ,' bur a perturber of the peace of Chriſtians : 
which proceedings the Emperour and the Princes, afhi- 
ftanvat the Counſell held at Rowe, firbmicred tothe 
iudgement of the Catholique Church . Mariav. This 
done, the Emperour returned into 4/mine, and Pope 
Nichols remayned in 7:4. But finally Boniface, County 
of Piſc,deliuered him to Pope Jobs, and he died a” 
ay 
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miſcry, being ſtraitly detained. See Swppl.Chron.Platis, 
1334- 


Benet the twelfth fare ſeen yeeres and three months : 
lice was enemy to the Emperour Zews,as his predeceſ- 
ſour ; for he renewed the excommunication,, and 'dil- 
poyled him of all honour, Afarizs, Lews aflembled at 
Frankford all the Elefors,&c, He [hewed, thatit onely 
pertaineth to the EleQors of the Empire, and not to 
any other, to chooſe the King of Rewans,or Emperour, 
for in ſubſtance they are all one: which Emperour may 
exerciſe the affaires of the Empire , without any confir« 
mation of the Remay ſeate : Who ought to be ſacred by 
the Pope, after notice by the Princes, that heis legit- 
timately choſen : Bur if the Pope refuſe , hee may be 
—— Emperour Auguſtus , by any Catholique 

iſkop whatſoeuer, as hath beene long time ved : and 
all ſuch VnCions are onely certayne ceremonies, inuen= 
ted by Popes, which giue only the name, not the thing, 
The Emperour makes not an oathe of tidelitic ro the 
Popes, but for the defence of the Faith;znot to giue him 
any (uperioritic in things which concerne the Tempo- 
raltie. Further , hee ſhewed inthe vacapcie of the Em- 
pire, it is falſc,that the right is deuoJued vato the Pope, 
and that this is againſt the liberty and dignity of the 
Empire : but that by a cuſtome approued, and vſed of 
long time, without any contradiftion , during the va- 


cation of the Empire, it pertaincth to the Countie, Pa- 


latine of Rheine ,, to hane the managing of the affaires of 
the Empire . This done, he yeelded a reaſon of his faith, 
and purged himſelfe of all things obieRted agaiaſt him, 
by 1obwand Bene the twelfth, | | &K

wich the Hiſory of their lines, Wc: 
The integrity of this Zews ſo preuayled with Po 
Bene, as a peace was after concluded a ho 
inſomuch as the French Ambaſſadours called the Pope, 
the ProteQor of Heretickes. Benxet ablolued him of his 
excommunication; bur being menaced by the King of 
Fraxce , hee left the Sentence giuen by his ekeceonn 
againſt Zews . This Pope was anolde adul:erer, and 
bought deare the Siſter of Francs Petrarke a faire wo= 
man, of her brother called Gerard. He contradited hs 
predeceſlours herelie , affirming , that the ſoules of the 
godly » as ſoone as they be departed from the body, do 
ce the face of God , Decret. BeneditFus Dews in dont. 
'He ſaid the Pope had no parents. Faſc: Temporum. He 
dyed at Auignon , to the great ioy of many. "1am 
Andrew de Caftre. 5 Bardoſanes. He detended Grace a- 
ainſt Free-will. 7ohx de Rupe Sciſſataught,the Pope to 
Antechriſt, and the Church'ot baljlew. 


Clement the fixt fate elenen yeeres in Auignen : he was 
2 man very deſirous of women, of honour and power : 
Led with a diabolicall furie, hee fixed letters vpon the 

tes and doores of Temples, by which he threatned the 

mperour vpon grieuous puniſhment , that within 
three dayes he (ſhould renounce theright of the Empire. 
H. Marius. 

The Emperour came to Fraxkeford , and ſought the 
Popes fauour. The Pope anſwered the Ambaſladours, 
| that he neuer would pardon Zews, but vpon very vn» 
juſt and cruell conditions , and ſo gaue a formulary to 
the Ambaſſadours . Lews ſhewed this to the Princes, 
&c. The Princes iudged them to tend to the deſtruftir- 
- enof the Empire, and I] ayde ; but the Pops

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moſt cruelly excommunicated Zewis . Hee depriued 
lohn Biſhop of Magwnce,one of the Eletours, and lolici- 
ted the EleRors to chooſe a new Emperour: they choſe 
Charles the fourth , who was crowned in Bohemia , du- 
ring the emperieof Lewis; but he was not reputed Em- 
perour , no not after the death of Zewis. Zewis was 
poyloned, asis ſayd, having drunke of the cup of 1axe 
Dutcheſle of Azſtrich ; at the poynt of death hecryed: 
@ God be mercifull to mee 4 poore ſinner. Muniter , and 
others. 1348. The Pope died ſodainely, being ſtrucken 
with an impoſtume, 1353. | 


Oppoſition. Conrad Hagar taught, that the Sacrament 
of the Maſſe was auaileable neither for quicke nor dead, 
Francis Patriarcha condemned Monkes and Friers, cal- 
led Rome the whoore of Babylon,the Schoole of Errovr, 
the Temple of Herelie. Epift.20. with many others, 


Innocent the ſixt fate nine yeeres : He would haue ga- 
thered a Tenth of the Clergie , but was denyed, and fo 
ceaſed, He was ſparing in his diet, and living ; bur in 
expences of warre, very large. This Pope ordayned the 
feaſt of Teſus Chriſts Launce and Nailes : to the end 
rhoſe dead [dols might be adored by the Chriſtians,Be- 
fore his death was ſuch an Eclipſe of the Sunne as was 
neuer ſcene. Maſi1ws. Plat. As he was preparing an army 
by Sea againſt the Turke, the Rowans being in troubles 
and ſedicions, he was ſo vexed in minde, that hee dyed 
with griefe. Anno 1362. 


Yrban the fift fate eight yeeres : He ſent a Legat into 
Hate, with full power , and fo repreſſcd the Vicounts,

Gregorie the eleventh ſate at Avignon leauen yeeres 
and five moneths : Many of the townes of 74h reuol- 
ted from his ob<dience: At the perſwaſton of a Nunne, 
he pronounced ſentence of InterdiCtion againſt the F/o- 
rentines the firlt Authors,and (eiſed all the ctownes about 
them , and made warre vpon them. Naucley. Gregorie 
dyed, being tormented with an intallerable paine inthe 
bladder. Plat. 1378. 


Vrbanthe lixt fate eleuen yeeres : he was a cruell man, 
of whom by prayer nothing could be obtayney. Crast- 
zius. He being cometo the Popedome, ſought to re» 
uenge himſelfe : he was forſaken of his Cardinalls, as a 
falſe Pope, and Clement the leauenth cholen, 


Clement the feauenth fate in Auiznen hiteene yeeres : 
and thus beganne the two and twentich Schiſme of two 
Popes 29. yeeres , vatill tae Counlell of Conflance , the

The time when the Pope began, 
one curſing and warring with the other, that about 
202000. were miſerably {laine and drowned. Clement 
was choſen three months after /rbav. Yrbav made thir- 
tie new Cardinalsin one day, and diſplaced the old,and 
put them in priſon . Hee was vnder the ſafe keeping of 
the King of Naples, for his pride certaynedayes z at the 
Jengch, deliring that hee might goe to new Ceſare for 
his health , hee was ſet at libertie , where heegathered 
forces againſtthe King: But Raywandac the Generall of 
the Kings forces, Yrbay comming with all his Court to 
the next {hore, he {hipped them, and broughr the Pope 
to Genus, and of ſeauen Cardinals being taken at new 
Ceſarea , putting fiue of them into ſackes , he drowned 
them in the Sea, becauſe he thoughtrthey fauoured Cle- 
ment . The Pope Yrban ſucceeding vnhappily in his 
Popedome, dyed the eleuenth yeere of his Popedome, 
few lamenting his death,as a rude and exccrable perſon. 
Plattina. Theodor. Cerinth. The waters and fountaines 
were poyſoned , whereof he dyed, and all bfs nobility. 
Naucler. Theſe two Popes ſent terrible Bulls imto di- 
vers parts of the world., and fo fowed defamatorie 
af + 4r ' bookes , wherein they named one another Antechriſt, 
4h; hy Schiſmacickes.

Boniface the ninth ſate at Rome fifteene yeeres. Hee 
was choſen after Frbaw . He made a Law whereby hee 
obtayacd the ſeigniorie of all the world , that is, that 
no Parſon {hould be promoted to any Benefice, before 
hee had payed cothe Apoſtolique Chamber , all the re- 
nenewes of the firſt yeere . Hee made great marchan- 
dize of Indulgences, and ſold them tor money. 


Beynet the thirteenth fate at Avignon one and twentie 
yeeres : He gave to Charles the (xt, King of France, the 
tenth part of all Eccleſiaſtical] goods, to make him his 
friend, and to,divide the ſpoyle. And as hee was in his 
Country, Catalenzse, in a firong Caſtle called Pawiſcole, 
maintaining himſelfethe true Vicar of leſus Chriſt, hee 
was condemned many wayes by the authority ofthe 
fayd Counſell. Finally, dying at Pawiſcele, he commane 
ded his Cardinals,that preſently they thonld chooſe an- 
other in his place , and they elefted one Giles Memos, 
and called him Clement the cight. Plattina. 

This Pope made Cardinalls at the inftigation of 4b 
phonſus King , and did all that a Pope ſhould doe. But 
after Martin 1. hadagreed with Alphonſue, by bis con» 
mandement Giles renounced all his right to the Pope- 
dome, and was declared Biſhop of Afaiorque; and the 
Cardinalls made by him willingly renounced their 
dignitics. 

Innocent the ſeauenth was choſen after Boniface the 
ninth ſate at Rowe two yeeres: he being Cardinall, was 
wont 0 taxe the ny ene tearcfulneſſe' of the 


3 former 
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former Popes :for heſaid,itcameto pafle through their 
ſloath, that the Church of Rome, and the deſtrution 
of the whole Chriſtian Common- wealth , was not yet 
cuc off. But when he came to the Papacie, he followed 
the ſteppes of 7r7baw,and Boniface,whom being a private 
man, hee had taxed . Hee warred with the Citizens of 
Rome. The Anti-pope Benedid# reclayming. Plattina, 
With the neglect of his ſepulcher his memory periſhed. 
Hee had a care that Nicholas the fift ſhould be reitored 
to his Popedome. Plat. 1404. 


Grezorie the twelfth ſateeight yeeres : he was choſen 
after the death of 7»necext, and an oath taken to'yceld, 
if the profitot the Church required it, bur hee would 
not, though hee promiſed betore a Notarie, before he 
was confirmed Pope, 1407. Benet,and Gregory, were 
perſwaded by Charles the fixt Emperour; for the good 
and vnion ofthe Church, to give over their rights. Be- 
wet gave no an{were : but diſmiſſed the Ambaſſadour 
without farewell; and for feare to be conſtrained, pro- 
uided for himſelfe. A Counſell was held at Pice, to v- 
nite the vniverſall Church, whereunto Gregorieand Be- 
yet were cited, but had no care toappeare, bur derided 
it.So at the ſaid Counſell, Greovry and Benet were borh 
depoſed, 8 one called Alexander was inſtituted; ſo were 
three Popes together : but Grepgorie fled to Auitrich,gye. 
To their depofition all Chriſtian Nations conlented,ex-» 
cept a part of Spazue,and the Count Arnimacke, and the 
King of Scots, who fauoured Benet. 


Alexander the fift ſate eight moneths. He was a lear- 
ned man, a worthy and a godly man : hee was choſen 


with the conſent ofall the Cardinalls in the Counſe!l of 


Pie, 


with the Hiſtory of their lines, Wc, 
Pice. Thus Gregorie and Bennet not giuing ouer, were 
three Popes at once . Alexander was lo liberall to the 
poore, and to men worthy of his charity , as within a 
while be lett nothing to himſelte. Whereupon, in mere 
riment, he was wont to lay : He had been a rich Bilhop, 
a poore Cardinal,and a beggerly Pope. After the Coun- 
ſellof Pice, he goeth to Bononie,where he fell grieuouſly 
ſicke; and knowing Death to be neere, the Cardinalls 
comming vnto him, he exhorted them to concord and 
peace , and to prelerue the dignity of the Church , and 
teſtified , though Death were before hiseyes, yet he did 
not feare, &c. And when hee cou'd hardly vtter the 
words, hee layd, My peace 1 give onto you , my peace 1 
leave with you. See Plat. 1409. | 
It is thought he had a poiſoneddrinke given him of 
a Phylitian, Marcellus of Parma, hired by Balthazar a 
Cardinall (whom hee fauoured) with a great ſummeof 
money, Panecirs reciteth in his 56. Sermon , and Eftate 
of the Church. | 
Note, Rome cannot abidean honeſt man to be Pope. 


Toby the twenty foure ſucceeded Alexander, before 
Balthazer Coſſe, Cardinall : hee fate fiue yeeres at Bolog- 
nie ; he came to the Popedome, rather by force and vio- 
lence, then by free Canonicall Eleftion : For being at 
Bolognie, rather as a Lord and Maſter then a Legate,the 
Fathers being aſſembled to chooſe a Pope, hee excee-- 
ding!y threatnedthem, if they elefed not ſuch a one as 
pleaſed him : Therefore many were preſented; but hee 
#proued none. Then fayd the Cardinalls vnto him, 
Name him whom you like. Then hee anſwered , Giue 
me Saint Peters Mantle , and pontificall babite , and [

will give them to him, whom I would haueto be Pope. 
When hee had recciued rhem, hee putchem vpon him- 
ſelfe, and ſayd; It is | that am Pope : and though they 

ere not pleaſed therewith, yet they were faine to dil- 
ſemble z fo furious terrible, and inuironed with ſouldi- 
ers was he. This reporteth Sells, Aﬀter bis Ele&tioa he 
went to Rome to hold a Synode. In the firlt Selhon,rhe

and to be tormented in himſelfe; and finally, finding 


Do way to eaſe himſelfe, he diſmifled the company,and 


retired. There was another Seſhon after this, wherein 
came thelike; but this Owle could not be chaſedaway, 
neicher with cries, nor ſtones, nor for ſtanes that were 
throwne at him, Nicholas Clemengis Archdeacon of 
Bateux. 
The Counſel of Couflance aſſembled, where the Pope 
appeared. 1414. This Counſell indured foure yeeres ; 
ixe of Gregories Cardinalls approved the Counſell, 
Haxcler. Joks Huſſe, and Hierome of Prage were lent for, 
and had the Emperours ſafe-condu@: and becauſe they 
would not recant, they were notwithitanding both 
burnt , Many crimes were obiefted again the Pope; 
whereupon he fled away in a diſguiſed habite,, and v= 
{ed many places for his detence. Nawcler, He was taken, 
and brought to ConiFance, and there detained in priſon: 
Afrer they proued againſt him fiftie and foure criminall 
Articles, He was depoſed by all the Counſell. Himſelfe 
approned his troobdiens &c, Navckr. 1416. oy 
Cit 


cited alſo Gregorie the twelfth , but bereſigned his Pa- 
pos into the hands of the Counſell. Hee was created 
egate in the Marqueſdome of Azcop : where hee dyed 


ſoone after. Jobn de la Maire. 


Martine the fifth ( rhough Beners Cardinalls chooſe 
Clement the eight, bur preuayled not) was choſen of 
thirty three Cardinalls in the Counſel! of ConZance, he 
fate foureteene yeeres . Hee condemned all the ats of 
the former Popes in the Schiſme. 7ohs being delivered 
ont of priſon commeth to Florence vnto Martine, kifled 
his feet, and acknowledged him true Pope, and Chriſts 
Vicar. Martine receiving him into the lumber of the 
Cardinalls, created him Bilhop of T#/culane : but he (as 
itis thought) not induring a private life,through griefe 
of tninde , after certaine moneths, dyed. Aariiveof a 
Biſhop of Florence, created an Archbiſhop. The yeere 
after, the River 7Tibrs did ſo increaſe as it drowned all 
the plaines in Rowe, and filled the Temple Pantheon , e- 
uen vnto the high Altar, A great plague enſued , that 
compelled them to change the place and time of the 
Counſell intended. Certaine Cardinalls,after the death 
of 1ohn the foure and twentieth, created a new Pope, 
and called him Clement the cight : but after a while hee 

aue ouer, the reft were put in priſon . Pope Afariive 
Gied of an Apoplexie. 1431. 


Eugenius the fourth late (ixetcene yeeres : after his 
creation\, hee appoynzed a certayne day tor a generall 
Conliftorie z whither came ſo great a multitude , that 
the beames of the place cracking , it bred ſuch a feare, 
that in the flying away of the "Clay the Bilbop of Se- 
"qc, 4, Giizen of Zane was boten down, And dyed. 


% 
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The Popes pride prouoked much warres in the Citty, 
and abroad , and he was often driuen to his ſtraits, be« 
ing preſt with warres euery way . The Emperourand 
other Princes and Prelates , admoniſhed him tryice or 
thrice , to appoynt a convenient place at Bafill tor the 
Counſell, which was concluded in the Counſell of Com- 
flance , from tenne yeeres to tenne yeeres, and to come 
thither with his Cardinals : otherwiſe they would deale 
with him as with an enemie, and an obſtinate perſon, 
Whereunto hee aflented z But hee was ſo vexed with 
warres on every lide, as hee had ſcarſc libertie to reſt. 
But hee confirmed the Counſell of Baſel, begunne by 
Martine his predeceſſour ; and hee was by the 'ſame 
depoſed, and condemned an Hereticke , and Schiſma- 
ticke. Plat. The Counſell of Bafill choſe Flix. 1448. 


Felix the fift Duke of Sawore , was thokerr by the 
Counlell of Baſil, Anti-pape; but Exgenizs depoled,and 
would not yeeldz ſo there was a Schiſme of rwo Popes 
thirreene yeeres : ſome lay (ixertene together, till Felix 
was contented to giue ouer to Nicholas the fift. Plar- 
tiv. 143 9. Some followed Eugenics, ſome Falix, ſome 
Newtralls, and obeyed neither. Platt. Who was then 
Chrifts Vicar ? R 


Nicholas the fift ſare at Rome cight yeeres : Hee was 
crowned the ninetcenth of Mareb 1447. yet ceafed not 
the Schiſme of two Popes : for Felix counted himſelfe 
ſtill Pope: In the yeere 1448. Felix renounced the 
Popedome, and Nichsls reigned alone. Nicholas held 
2 [ubilic at Rowe, 1450. whither reſorted ſuch a multi- 


tude of peopht, as many were ſtifled as they entred and 
came out ofthe Chi 


Churches ; There periſhed abont two 
hundred 


with the Hiſtory of their lives, Wc. 
hundred perſons, befides a number which fell into the 
floud as they paſled over the bridge of Saint Angels. 
This Pope died of a feauer and gout. Naxcler. Plattins. 
Others lay hee was poyloned , as appeared by his in- 
trailes, opened. Sea of Hiſtories, 


Calixt the third, fate three yeeres: he ſtirred vp Chri- 
Rians againſt rhe Twrte; he ordayned , that no perſon 
ſhould appeale from the Pope to the Counſell. He ſold 
letters of pardons for fiue dacars a peece, ſaith Yalerize, 
whereby he left vnto his ſuccefſours , an hundred and 
fifteene thouſand Ducats ; he died in luly. 1458. 


Pius the ſecond fate fixe yeeres : hee was very ambiti- 
ous: hee publiſhed a voyage againſt the Twrke; vnder 
colour of warring againſt the Twrkes, the Popes gat 

reat ſtore of ſiluer. Hee exceeded in cruelrie : Hl 

ce was Pope, hee had written with ſingular diligence, 
two bookes of the Aﬀts of the Counſell of baſil: 1 but 
being Pope, he ſought to repreſle them, labouring, nor 
to leſſen the Papall tyranny , but to increaſe itin what 
he cond. Stella. 

He raade warres with Borge Duke of Mutine, becauſe 
he fauoured Sigiſmaund Malateſt, with many other great 
cruelties. For his profit hedepoſed many Biſhops : He 
was ſumptuous in building : hee madea Sepulchre of 
Marble tor his fathers and mothers bones. See Plattins. 
Amongſt many things left in writing , this was one: 
With great reaſon (faich he) was Marriage taken from 
Prieſts ; yet there is a farre greater reaſon , wherefore it 


ought to haue beene yeelded them againe. Alſo in bis | 
ſecond booke of Counlells he faith : Ic may be thar it 


werenotthe worſeit a many Prieſts were married : for 
L 2 many 
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many being married Priefts ſhould be faued ; which in 
their barren ſingleneſſe are damned. Himſelfe aboliſhed 
the Monafſterics of S. Brigit, and S. Clare, comman- 
ding them out, that they might burne no more, and vn- 
derthe habite of Religion, they (hould not hide whore- 
dome. Celis ſecundus. Hee was {urprized of a {lowe 


feauer, whereaf hee died at Ancon, 1464. Plattins. $4 
bellicws. 


Pau che ſecond fate ſeauen yeeres: he was of a proude 
ſpirit, ambitious, and couetous . Hee exceeded all his 
anceſtors in ſumptuous attire, and all kinde of precious 
attire. Plattina, O noble Sncceſſour of Peter! 

Hee was an enemy to learning : hee put away many 
learned men, as forreiners, and ſtrangers, with their 
bookes giuen to the ſpoyle : But diuers , with Platting 
himſelfe,defiring the matter might be referred vnto the 
Iudges, the Pope in great anger anſwered : Do you not 
know, thatall ludgement is placed in our breaſt? Plat- 
tins wrote a letterto the Pope, deſiring, that if withope 
cauſe he would ſpoyle them of their juſt purchaſe, yet it 
would pleaſe him , they might haue leaue to complaine. 
of their wrong, and vniuſt ignominy : For being bani= 
ſhed of you, wee muſt paſte vnto Kings and Princes ; 
and we will :ntreate them that you appoint a Counſell, 
wherein you may be conſtrained to giue a reaſon of 
yourdoing. Paws having read the letter, he preſently 
chargerh me of Libells ſpreading out againſt him.-And 
though | freed my ſelfe of that charge, Hr [had ſer 


my name thereto : yet | was bound withprieuous fet- 
ters, and put into a wigh Tower, in the middeſt of win- 
indes, foure months. At the length,

atthe imporrunate ſuite of a-Cardinall , I was ſet at 
bertie ; awith admonition , that I ſhould not depart the 
Citie, afhrming, that if I went among the Indies, Pan! 
would ferch me thence . He was ſodainely putin feare 
by a report that youths, hauing Calmacho their Cap- 
taine, had-conſpired againſt him, whereby he feared to 
be ſurprized at home, and abroad ; whereupon hee pur 
many to torture, with Captaine Calimacho, whereof 
any died in the torture . Hee was a great eater of Me- 
lons; he eate the ſame day that he died, in the night,two 
very great Melons: he died of an Apoplexic,the tenth of 
the Kalends of Augutt. 1471. being alonein his Cham- 
ber, no man ſeeing him; when that day being very mer- 
ry. hee had a Conliſtory : He went about tocftabliſh 
Priefts marriages , but hee was preuentcd by death, It 
was ſaid, when hee came abroad, he was wont to paint 
his face,with all kinde of precious ſtones about him, As- 
rox-like, delirous to be ſeene and wondered at. Hee 
was a great drinker, bur of ſmall wines. He ſo bated the 
ſtudy of humanitie, as he called the ſtudents thereof by 
one name, Heretickes, Hereupon he perſwaded the Ro- 
warns , they ſhould no longer bring vp their children in 
learning, it was enough if they learned to reade and 
write Plattiw. Others ſay, the Dinell brake bis necke,as 
he was committing Sodomatrie. 


Sixtwthe fourth fate thirteen yeeres:he was in great 
danger of his life at his Coronation, by reaſon of a mu- 
tiny, whileſt they carried him in-bis Litter to the Church 
. Of Lateran : hee was in danger of his life, being aſſailed 
with ſtones , ſo as he was —_ almoſt of all that ac- 
corgpanied his Litter, Hee made many yarres againſt 

I 3 l Ferdinand 
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Ferdinand King of Poxill . Hee builded in Rome Stewes 
- for both kindes. Cornelixs Agrippe. cap.64. he graunted 
to Cardinalls the vie of Sodomatry ,* for three hot mo- 
neths. Sextus being ficke of a feuer, vnderftanding that 
4 peace was made beiwixt the Yewetiaps and other Po- 
rentates,ſodainely yeelded the (ſpirit. Naucler. T he rents 
of the Curtizans amounted to the value of twenty thou- 
ſand dacats yeerely. Onupbrius. Agrippe de wanit.Scient. 
Wiſollus de Indulgentys. Witnelles.Nascler. 1484. 


1nnocens the eight fate eight yeeres : hee was oncea 
poore childe , he was nouriſhed amongeſt the ſeruants 
of Ferdinand king of Sicilie : afterward he came to Rome, 
he remained long time with Philip Cardinall of Bolowgne. 
After hee was made Bilhop of Sawonne , at the length 
he was made Cardinall,and Pope. He was ofa great fta- 
ture, bur farre from learning. Almoſt from the begin- 
ning of his Popedome, hee conſpired againſt Ferdinand 
(that brought him vp) with the Princes of the King- 
dome, and warred againſt him, &c. bur being wearied 
with warres,he gave himfeltero all pleaſures. He aduan- 
ced his baſtards, as Franc , and inriched his daughter, 
Theodoris, which he marricd to a rich man of Genoa. He 
begat eight ſons and as many daughters. Aarcellz poets. 
No maruell though Rome calles him Father, See his 
Epitaph toilowing : 
why ſeckeſt thou witnes to prone Cibo 4 may ? 
Looke on hy brats, faire gages, deny't and you can 3 
Exht baitard ſonnes he begas, as many daughters, 
Worthily them may Rome count thu man Father, 
ſaith Aarcellus. 
Aludingto the triall ofthe Sexe, ordayned or the

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deceit of Pope 7oanc: |

Alexander the fixt, called Borgia, before a Cardinal! : 
ſeeking to mount higher, being a Negromancer; hee v- 
ſed the helpe of the Diuell , who promiſed him vpon a- 
greement by oath , and writing, ſo as hee would in all 
things thew himfelfe a fairhfull proteftour of Sathan, 
Afterward the Dinell came vnto Lim (having promiſed 
he ſhould not appeare in any hideous of feartull forme) 
honourably apparrelled , who after certaine talke had 
betwixt them,atlured the Cardinal! he ſhould be Pope. 
Borgia being very ioyous , hee inquired how long hee 
ſhould reigne : The Diuel gave him an enbhavons an- 
{wer, vis. thar hee ſhould reigne, the ſpace of eleauen 
and eight. The Cardinall fooliſbly promiſed himſelfe 
nineteene yeeres ; bur Sathan meant eleuen yeeres and 
eight moneths. Now being choſen Pope, hee named 
himſelfe 4/exander the ſixt : he made his baſtard ſonne 
called Yalentize, being a Cardinall, a Duke, and ſurna- 
med him Czar Borgia : he ſhed much bloud, faith Ya- 
lerim. He gathered filver as much as hee could, to fa» 
tisfic his luſt . He folde offices for 750. ducats apeece : 
hee aduanced his baſtards as his predeceſſors had done: 
hee made the youngeſt of Ris ſonnes a Prince of Sicike : 
his ſecond ſonne called Ceſar Yalewtine , hee made Care 
dinallz"the eldeſt he made Duke of Spaine, he was ſlaine 
; at Rowe : and his brother Cardinall being wearie of 
Prieſthood, he eſpouſed one of King Zews his kinſwo- 
men: his daughter Zvcrece , whoſe carnall copulation 
himſelfe had, was married to three Princes ſucceſh _ 
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See 7obn Funttius, He was odious to the whole world: 
and except God had fhortned his dayes, by an errour of 
his Cup-bearer, giving him a poyſoned Cuppetor ano- 
ther; as he poyſoned ſome of the Cardinalls, he had a 
purpoſe to haue poyſoned all, whoſe goods he had chal 
lenged after their death. See Guiccrwmard. hi. y. Onnpbrias. 
Alexander ſupping vnder avine neere the Y atican,to en+ 
ioy the coolenefle of the ayre, he was ſodainely carried 
away,deſperately (icke,introthePallace.

Being (icke in bed, heſent his feruant 
Madenas to his wardrobe, to fetch him a little booke en» 
riched with gold, and precious ones : This booke con- 
tained all manner ofillufions and inchantments,where= 
by hee would haue beene certified of his life: The ſer« 
vant running thither, ſaw one in the Popes Chaire, 
very like himlelfe; whereat being afraid, he ranne to his 
maſter, pale , and wanne, halfe dead 3 which the Pope 
perceiuing, ſuffering him to recouer, willed kim to goe 
the ſecond time ; where finding the man ftill in the: - 
Chaire , hee was wonderfully'*atraide, and being de- 
manded of him,what he had to doe there : he anſwered, 
To fetch a certaine garment forthe Pope : At which 
words the Diuzll being thea in the Charre, makingan 
horrible noyle, ſayd, 1 am the Pope . Theſe things re- 
pores co the Pope, His euill beganne to encreaſe, and 

cath approached. A ſhort time after, a man apparrel- 
led like a Lackey knocked art the Popes chamber doore, 
{ſaying he muſt necedes ſpeake with the Pope. All other 
drewaſide, and —— was betweene them. The 
Pops pleaded , his rimewas not, yet come ; for he pro- 
miſled him nineteene yeers continnange;but the Lackey

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anſwered; He promiſed him eleanen yeeres and cigh 
moneths, which was accompliſhed, nd m— 
muſt needes die. The Pope pleading for longer time, 
could not be heard : This talke was heard by them in 
the next chamber .

Cardinall and Biſhop of Heft;a, which hee obtained,for 
theſe are good priſes ( or their younger brethren) to 
maintaine their whooredomes, or that which is worſe : 
See Agrippa. This murtherer poyſoned his mother 
and nephew, that al the ſucceſſion of the Ferneſes might 
fall vpon him . Hee had another lifter, whoſe carnall 
company hee ſometime had : but becauſe ſhe loned 0- 
thers company more then his , hee poyſoned heralſo'? 
Hedefloured another maid of a noble houſe, pretending 
to be a Gentleman of the Legats, and promiſed marri- 
age, who finding the truth, ſhe ranne madde. Againe, 
oneNicholas de Cheſme finding him one day adulterouſ- 
ly abufing his wife Zawres: Ferneſe (who was alſothe 
ſaid Pawles neece) hee wounded ſo well with his dagger, 
as he carried the markes to his grave, Moreouer, this 
good father Paul, tooke his pleaſure with his danghter 
Conitaxce, and poyloned her huſband. Healſo had in 
his Table the number of 453000. whores, of whom he 
exatted every moneth tribute , to haue liberty to exer-- 
ciſe their whoredome. See Balews, and Euſebzus captiue. 
Hee curſed. King Henry the eight , and gaue his king- 
dome to whomlocuer could ger it. He gaue leaue by an 
Indulgence, to communicate the Lords: Supper-vnder 
both kindes, and to cate all manner of meates , art all 
times. The Minifters of the Zanizgraues Countrey, re- 
fuſed the Indulgence. Efate of the Church. He nk 
the Counlell of Trex: the firſt of Nouember 1 542+ The 
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Pope dyed, the tenth of Nouember. 


1ulix« the third fate fiue yeeres. Becauſe of auncient 
cuſtome the Pope might giue his red Hatre to whom he 
would, he made Cardinall a young boy, called 1#no- 
cent: The Cardinals being againſt it, asked what he ſaw 
in this young man that delerued it. Hee anſwered, I 
pray you,what found you in me to doe methis honour, 
to make me Pope, without any deſert? Aduaunce this 
young man, and he will merit it.

Marcellus the ſecond ſate twenty dayes : he was Pre- 
ſident of the Counlell of Trent, where he pat out [ewes 
Nwhiantes Biſhop of Foſſa Claodia,, becauſe hee would 
notallow Traditions to be received, and allowed with 
like reuerence as the Goſpell.

Pasl the fourth (ate foure yeeres , two moneths, and 
ewenfy ſeauen dayes: This Pope invented a new ſet 
of Monks,and called them 7eſ#utes. Before he was Pope, 
hee writ a Booke vnto Pa! the third, touching the re- 
formation of the Church : but being Pope, hee cared 
neither for Ieſus Chriſt,nor for bis Church : In his book 
be confirmeth almoſt all the points we vſe to reprehend 
in Poperie . He grieued the people of Rowe, becauſe of 
his warres, and exaQions , that ſcarce had hee ycelded 
vp the fpirir, but the Rowan people,which wiſhed death 
vnto him, becauſe of his warres, and exaQions, and ty= 
rannies; broke the priſons of the Inquilitions, deliuered 
the priſoners, fired the whole building, threw downe 
I e , cutting off the head and right hand 
thereot , which were drawne three dayes together tho- 
row the Towne, andthen caſt into Tyber. Hee kept o- 
penly a Gentlemans wife. Hee vſed to eate Snailes, and 
to drinke firong wine,called Megnagarrs, for luſt . Hee 
died in-bed with his whore.

Fixs the fourth fate fixe yeeres Hee cauſed to be 
firangled,the fift of March, 1 561. in the night,in Saine 
LAngelo, the Cardinall Charles Caraffe . beheaded 
alſo in another priſon, the” County of Palttune,and cer- 
taine ather Cardinalls, ſhewing their bodies the nexe 
day vnto the people , He cited the Queene of Nawarre, 
becauſe of the profeſſion of the Goſpel! , to anſwer in 
the Popes Conliſtorie 3 and for want of appearance 
within lixe moneths , her Countrey to be given to the 
next Conqueror.

The 
Pope, by adding of tennedayes in Otober, ſo as for 
the fift they ſhould reckon fifreene :, This, to erernize 
the Popes name, was called the Gregorian Kalender. 
The Pope dayly vrged the performance of his Kallen- 
der in Germany, D.Chytrews 1585. Whereupon preſents 
ly ſedition burſtout. This Pope renewed the hatred of 
his predeceſſour Pi the fift againſt Queene Elizabeth 
of England ; Firſt, by ſending his great Armada into 
Ireland; then,by ſending Parry, and others. This Pope 
had his Concubine before hee was Pope, and after hee 
was Popes by whom he had two little ſonnes , which 
ſfayd vnto him ſuch graces, as made him laugh : Philip - 
pics his ſonnes grace was, That the Pope his Father gaue 
hin fine thouſand crownes a yeere, M. Cyp, Volater. He di- 
edat Rome, Aprill 11, 1585, 


Sixt the fitt fate ſixe yeeres : This Felix , focalled 
before, being a poore mans ſonne, was brought vp by 
a Gentlewoman fo long, as hegrew proude ; then _ 

cauſe 


with the Hiſtory of their liues, Wc. 
cauſed him to be beaten : Then hee fled-to Rowe, and 
the Pope tooke him into ſeruice z at the length he made 
him a Cardinall; and by his good triends in Sparme hee 
was made Pope. 2. Cyp. Polater. Oneday talking of 
his meane birth, he ſaid he came of an iiluſtrious houſe : 
for, ſaid he, the vpper part of the houſe beipg alwayes 
rorae and vncouered, the Sunnemade ir mott glorious 
with his beames, Sce Antonius Caracalla De wits Pontifi- 
cam. This Pope excommunicated the King of Nawarre, 
and Condie,giving his Countrey to ſuch as could get it ; 
declaring him vncapable of the ſucceſhon of thecrowne 
of Fraxce . He approued a Nunne, called Maria ae Yi/i- 
taione, who long deluded the people : She grew ſo ta- 
mous,as the king of Spaine inquired of her his good fuc- 
ceſle for England 1588. Shce promiſed good ſucceſle: 
and that Duke Aedine,Generall,(the pronounced open- 
ly) ſhould rerurne a vidtorious Prince. So proſper all 
Gods enemies. But the next yeere after,all her holineſſe, 
falſe miracles,and great diſhmulations were ſoonefonnd 
out, and the punilhed for the ſame. See M.Cyp. Yolater. 
The moſt Chriſtian Prince of Conde , whom the Pope 
excommunicated, and curſed, was poyſoned; The king 
of France, whom hee alſo excommunicated with many 
threars,was ſlaine by a 1acobine Frier,in his priuy-cham- 
ber;vnder colour of delivering a letter ont of his ſleeve, 
he drew forth a poyſoned knite out of his ſlecue,whers- 
with he killed him. D.Chytrews 1 589. No Religion will 
ſtay che Papiſts . The Pope at Rome made an Oration 
in the commendation of this Friercomparing him with 
Eleaxer, and 1«duh : and, nor thns ſatisfied, he denyed 
any honour to be made at his buriall, or any man to 
pray for him.

is conuerfion to the Catholique Princes, &c. Da. Chy- 
frews. T he Popediſcontented at Ceſar Eff, who enioy- 
ed the Empire after the death of the Emperour Redolph, 
whom he declared his heire in his life time , firucke him 
with the Thunder-bolt of Excommunication, and made 
warre vpon him. Ceſar Eff Duke of Ferrara,the matter 
being taken vp, yeelded Ferrara to the Pope, who vni- 
ted it tothe Popedome.

Hee having i{poken of the wickedneile of Popes 
in generall, ſaith ; I pafſe by thoſe other monſters of the 
Roman Popes , ſuch as was Formoſus , and thoſe nine 
that followed , which ſometime ruled filthily in the 
Church. I ſay nothing alſo of thoſe latter Popes , Paw! 
the ſecond: Sixtws the tourth : Alexander the lixt : 7u- 
Ls the ſecond ; the moſt famous troublers of the Chri- 
ſtian world: belides Ewgenius , which tor breaking faith 
with the Turke, did caſt all the Chriftian Common- 
wealth into moſt mortal! and bloudy warres z as if faith 
were not to be kept with anenemie. Moreouer, how 
much danger Alexaxder the fixt broughtro the Chriſti- 
ans, by taking away, by poyſon, Zizimas Pazaithe,the 
Turkes brother, is ſutkciently knowne vnto all men, 
Thus farre Corwelius. cap. 6. 

Thus did not Peter, who taught faithfully, preached 
Chriſt diligently, and ſought and taught peace amongſt 
men; was holy, humble, and ſober, in conuerſation ; 
and in the end, gaue his life for the truth . The Pope 
therefore in life, being thus contrary vnto Peter, is the 
ſucceſlaur of Antechriſt, not of Peter.

Papiſts firſt p'ace P/al.9.8 1udee me, O Lord, accor- 
ding to my righteouſneſſe . Solut. This is not ſpoken of 
our righteouſnefle before God : but Pawdbcing talſly 
accuſed vnto Saul, by his enemies (his heart being tree 
from any intention of cuill againſt him ) defires God ro 
be Indge betweene him, and them ; and therefore this 
ſcructh nor for the Juſtification of a ſinner before God. 

The ſecond place, 2 Corint 4.14. Our light afflidFions 
which are but for a moment , cauſeth ontov3 a farre more 
excellent weight of glorie, If aflitions (lay they) worke 
our ſalnarion, much moregood workes.

Of Sacraments, the number. 


The Papiſts teach ſeauen Sacraments , contrary to 
Scripture, by a fooliſh myiticall raking the numver of 
ſeauen in Scripture, as a number of perfteAion : as ir 
was ſaid to Naaman: 2 King. 5.10. Goe waſh ſean times. 
Againe , 10h 4. 2. Offered ſeauen Bullockes , and ſeauen 
Rammes, ſeauen Starres, ſeauen Candleſtickes : Theſe are 
t00 idle to beanſwered , and therefore I leaue them to 
formeranſwers: for this number m1y as well ferue fora 
myſterie 
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myſterie of iniquitie, Rewel, 17.18. Sacraments,both in 
the old and new Teſtament, wereot Gods ordinance; 
men may not make Sacraments . Chriſt puttingan end 
to.the olde Teftament , was the Authour of the Sacra- 
ments of the new Teſtament: and appointing outward 
fignes of holy things heeinftitured rwo, Baptiſme,and 
the Sacrament of the Lords Supper z no more are to be 
found in the new Teſtament of his making,or comman- 
dement. The firſt heſanRified in his owne perſon, Mat. 
3- 16. tor he was baptized of 16hw: The ſame he com- 
mended, and. commanded to his Apoſtles, after his re+ 
ſurretion, Aſat. 28.19. The Lords Supper: this he in- 
Kitnted, and miniſtred in his owne perſon alfo, Zake 
22.19, commaunding to doe this in the remembrance 
of him,, The remiffoa of finnes is repreſented in Bap- 
rilme, 4s 2.38: Thedeath of Chriltis ſer forth in the 
Lords Supper, 1 Corinth. 11,26. Whereby our faith is 
ſtrengthened , and our hope confirmed in the promiſes 
of God . The like commendation is not giuen of any 0- 
ther of their Sacraments. Many other ceremonies Chriſt 
viedz burhee hath not layd his commandement vpon 
them as vpon theſe. Thus our dodtrine for the number, 
is moreauncientthen the Churches of Rowe. | 


Of Baptiſme. 

For the outward ſigne thereof, we haue onely water, 
according to Chrifts Infticutionzrepreſenting the bloud 
of Chrift,in walhing away of our ſinnes : For the forme 
we baptize onely,, 1» the name of the Father , the Sonue, 
and the Holy-Gho#t , according to Chrifts commande- 
ment, 242.28, 19. Papiſts (to omit their trifling about 
God- and NT han ) that Fathers nor. 
| M . Mothers, 
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Mothers ſhould not be witneſſes to their children. 936. 
that man & wife may not anſwer for one child:that goſ- 
lips may not matry, nor Monckes nor Nunnes to be 
Gollips,&c. None areto be baptized before the Prictts, 
through their coniurations , breathings, ſpitrings, and 
ſalring,doe driue the Divell out of them. Pope CeleFine 
428. Clement commanded Oyle and Creame to an- 
noint the forchead,and to be crofled therewith : if this 
be not to be ſubie& to the curſe of God, for _ to 
the word, &c. Thus our dodrine and vic,tor Baptiſme, 
and the ceremonies thereof,is more ancient then the do-. 
Arine of Rome. |

Forthis we have the Sacramentall hignes, or out= 
ward Elements, Breadand Wine, repreſenting the Bo- 

dy and Bloud of Chriſt, offered to the faithful, with the 

es, for the feeding of their ſoules, and ftrengthening 

of their faith, and putting them in mind of the precious 

bloud-ſhed in his bitter death and paſſion, according to 

Chrifts inſtitution. Papiſts miniſter this Sacrament but 

in one kinde, that is, Bread onely ; for (fay they) Chri- 

ſtians are not bound by any commandement of God, ro 

receiue the Sacrament in both kindes.Councel of Trexs 

c4Þ.2 1. Bellarmine lib, 4.cap.20. De Excherift, and Coun- 

ſell of Conflance. Though Chriſt ordayned the Sacra- 

ment in both kindes , and theeldeft Churches did ſo re

Thus ovr.doftrine and pratiſe in the vie of this Sa- 
crament, is farre more auncient, being from-Chriſt;and 
the Scriptures, then theirs being from men,in one kind, 
about the yeere 1552. inthe Counſell of 7rews. 1tems, 
in the Counſel] of ConFaxce before, 1416. where they 
curſed all thoſe that ſhould ſay it was lawfull ro come» 
municatein both kindes: and yet by an Indulgence, he 
gaue leaue to them of Alwmaine to communicate in both 
kindes. See Paul thethird : thereforethe Pope may adde 
and take away at pleaſure, but not without Gods curſe, 


Real Preſence. 


Weteach, that atthe Lords Table , the Bread and 
Wine, muſt not be conſidered barely in themſelues, 
but as outward {ignes, baving relation to the Body and 
Bloud of Chriſt, ariſing from the very |nſticution of 
the Sacramene : That when the Bread and Wine, are 
preſent to the hand and mouth; at the very ſame time, 
the Body and Blond of Chriſt are preſent to the minde. 
Thus,and no otherwiſe, is Chriſt truly preſent with the 
Signes , to the belecuing hearts of the Communicants, 
So Paul 1 Corimh.10.16. The Cuppe of bleſimg which wee

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bleſſe, # it not the Communion of the Bloud of Chriit ? The 
Bread which webreake , « it not the Communion of the Body 
#f Chrit? This Communion is double: Firſt, of the Be- 
leeuers, with Chriſt by faith; Secondly, of the faithful 
among themſe}ues , through loue. Both theſe are my- 
ſicall. Againe, if the fleſhly body bein the Sacrament; 
then is it- eaten-and rorne with the teeth. Augaſtine. 
hy prepareſt thow thy teeth and thy belly? beleene, and thou 
ha# eaten. Againe, Awguſt. Chriſt, according to his ma- 
veſtie, providence, and grace, is preſent with ws to the 
end of the world : but according to his aſſumed fleſh , he i 
wot alwayes with vs. Attes 1. 11. Thus Teſus whith is t4- 
ken wp from you into Heauen, ſhall ſo come, enen as yee hane 

ſeene him goe into Heanen, Matth.26.11. The poore yee ſhall 
haut alwayes , but me ſhall yee not hane alwayes .

See alſo the anſwer of this 
place before; and in the title of the Supper. Beſides,this 
Chapter muſt be vnderſtoode of a ſpiritual cating of 
Chriſt by faith, whether in the Sacrament, or withour, 
Againe, heere is proued both kindes : If of the Sacra- 
ment.

He that commeth to mee, (ball not bunger, 
and be that beleexeth in me fhall newer thirſt. To cate then, 
and to drinke Chriſt, is to belecue in him; and verſe 63. 
he ſaith, The words which 1 ſpeake, are ſpirit and life , that 
is ſpiritually to be vnderftood . Bernard, Whar is it to 
cate his fleſh , and drinke his bloud, but to communis 
cate with his Paſhon , and to imitate that conuerſation 
which hee vſed in the fleſh? The other places alledged 
by them,may receiue anſwer from theſe, becauſe I will 
not be troubled with them(in this age,and weakeneſle,) 
and are alledged by them, of ſome through ignorance, 
of other maliciouſly ſtriving againſt the ftreame of their 
owne knowledge. To this Ergo, as tothe other, I at- 
firme our Doarige to be more auncicnt then theirs ; as 
from Chriſt, the Apoſtles,and Scriptures, and of a bet- 
ter foundation . No queſtion was heereof for the ſpace 
of 1060. yeeres, vatill Nichole the ſecond. 


Tranſubſtantiation. 

By this the Papifts meanea changing of the ſubſtance 
of Bread and Wine,into the Body and Bloud of Chriſt: 
ſo as after the words of conſecration, there remaines no 
Bread,but the very Body and Bloud of Chriſt, borne of 
the Virgin Ary, and who ſhall ſay to the contrary, let 
him be accurſed : Counſell of Trent. i 5 50. attempted 
before 1212, but oppoſed. 


Popiſh Reaſons. 

Aathew 17. Chriſt transfigured his Body vpon 
the Mount : Ergo hee is able to exhibire his Body vn- 
der the formes of Bread and Wine. Au/. The queſtion 

is 
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is not fo much of his power, asof hismwill. P/al. 17 5.6. 
What ſoexcr the Lord would that did be in heanen and earth. 
The ſecond place,ob.2.7. He turned water imto Wine: 
then we need not doubt how he turned the Bread into 
bis Body. anſwer. In turning Water into Wine, he 
lefr it ro the Judgement of our lenſes , &c. But Po- 
pilk Recuſanrs doe not feele the rawe fleſh of Chrifts 
Body, though they teach, they teare it with their teeth: 
and to feed vpon accidents, is no nouriſhment. Againe, 
Tranſubftantiation onerturneth the very Supper ofour 
Lord : for in every Sacrament, there muſt be a Signe. 
Againe,it taketh away the nouriſhment of the Soule vn- 
to cternall life , for in Tranſubſtantiation there remay- 
neth onely the fleſhly body of Chriſt, Councell of Con- 
ftance. As the fleſh of our Lord was vnited,by the Spirir,. 
to thE divine pature : ſo the Bread ofthe Euchariſt, the 
image of his fleſh , being ſanRified by the comming of 
the Holy-Ghoſt, is become the diuine Body. Againe, 
they hold the Bread conſecrated , though not ſpent at 
once , but reſerved and kept1n boxes, pipes, and other 
veſlel!ls of the Chnrch , tor dayes, weeks, and moneths, 
to be carried ro the licke, or other vſes, are ſtill the ve- 
ry Body and Bloud of Chriſt. Counſell of Trex:. Se/f. 
1 $4.47 Then,though ir ſhould ftincke,or grow full 
of wormes, or dogpes or Mice cate ir,yet ir is his Body. 
Thus Chriſts Body muſt be ſabieR to theſe incanveni-- 
ences. Alſo it is bound againe as in his grave, or worſe 
pinched , againſt the nature of a fleſhly body . There 
was no publique Lawe for this deuice, vntill the Coun- 
ſell of Latterane, vnder Pope Innocent thethird, Anno 
Chriſti 1215. Whereupon, in this, asinthereſt, wee. 
conclude. with the Scriptures, and Fathers z that the

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my fticall fignes after Conſecration looſe not their pro- 
per nature. Theoderet, Gelaſuu Bilhop of Rewe, with 0- 
thers.So as our dodrine is moreancient,as from Chrift, 
his Apoſtles and Scriptures.

Againſt Images. 


Papifts make a great difference betweene an Image 
and an Idoll : wor, ſay they, is the true {imilitudeota 
thing; but udov, in Latine, Similacrums; doth repre- 
ſentthat which it is not : as were the Idolls of Fewws and 
Ainerus, womenegods,meere deuiſed things of the hea 
then. Images, ſay they, we haue, but no Idolls.Beflsr. 
cap. 5. Their proofes 1 Cor. 10.19. 4n 1doll is _ 
thar is, repreſenteth nothing , ſuch were the heathen I- 
dolls. But the place is not ſo to be vnderſtood : for ſo 
hbefaith ofthe things thatare offered vnto.them, which 
were not made to repreſent any thing ; neither were it 
needefull ro ſhunne Idoll ſacrifice, er toabhorrethe I- 
mage , but that they are abuſed, and turnedto the ſer- 
vice of Idols, as ic ollowerh there, verſe 20. Therefore 
It is not ſaidto be nothing, oroffenfiue being but wood, 
or ſtone, or ſuch like, but becauſe it is abuſed to Idola- 
tric. Againe, all the pitures of the Heathen were not 
{dolls in this ſence, becauſe they repreſented nothing; 
For 1apiter, Mars, Apollo, Hereales , whoſe Images they 
| had, were men ſometime liuing.. Moreouer, they haue 
Images repreſenting nothing; as of Angels, of God the 
Father, and of the Holy-Ghoſt, which haue no ſhape, 
orlikeneſle, Denter.4.15.16, Exod. 3.20, Micha. 5. 13.

they allo imagined Saints, as Saint George, and Saint 

Chriſtopher : tor there were never any (ſuch . And the 

Pope himſelte commaunded them to be put out of the 

Decretalls. See Pope Marceilus 2. Pawl 2.and therefore 

they hauc [dolls by their owne interpretation ,.as well 

as the Heathen : but indeede there is no ſuch difference 

in the Greeke names, which are indiftcrenrly raken in 

Scripture,Romans 1.23.

Papiſts obie,they 
doe not worſhip the Image; then doe they not obey the 
Popes Decrees : for in the ſecond Connſell of Nice , it 
was decreed, Thar the [mage of God ſhould be wor- 
ſhipped with the ſame honour, that God kimſelte was 
worſhipped, 787. yeeres after Chriſt. Rhemes Teftawent 
in the Annotations vpon the Acs,cha.r7.verſe 29.doe 
allow the Image of God to be pictured like an old man, 
with grey haires, in their Charches; againſt Scriptures, 
and Fathers . But in the fourth Connſell of Conſtanti- 
nople che 7.generall,before the Nicexe thirty nine yeeres, 
vnder Conſtantine the fitr Emperour, it was decreed : 
It any man trom henceforth, ſhall dare to make him an 
Image, to worlhip irin the Church, or ſer it vp in his 
houſe , or keepe it ſecretly; if hee be of the Clergie, let 
him be depoſed; ifa Lay man, accutſed be hee, Anno 
748. Soas,doe they worthip the Image, or God, in,or 
betore the {mage, they are condemned by Scripture, 
Antiquity, Counſells and Fathers, whatſoeuer reafons 
hey haue tothe contrary , asidle, and to no purpoſe. 
For Counſels,where at one was 330. Biſhops,&c. Kings, 
Emperours, with the aduice of thcir Biſhops, —— 
ne 
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- nedmen, haue condemned Images ; though the latter 
Popes, with the former, to maintaine their pompe, and 
keep the people occupied, haue taken from themGods 
Booke , and haueſer chem' vp thele , as Babes to play 
withall, and to keepe them in perpetuall blindneſle, 


Worſhipping of Saints, and Prayers to them, 


The Papiſts teach , That Saints departed, are with 
great profit and pietie called vpon, and prayed vnto 
and thar it is not onely lawfull, but godly ſo to doe. 
Rhemiſts 1.Tim.2. SefF.4. Bellarm. cap.19. De Santtorum 
beati . But they lay they pray to them as [nterceſlours 
onely ; neyther doe they make them immediate Inter- 
ceſlours , but through Chriſt ; concluding their pray- 
ers, Per Chriſlum Dominum nofirum. Bellarmin. An- 
ſwer. This is not true ; for you deſire not them onely 
to pray for you , but to haue mercy on you . As, O 
bictied Mary, haue mercy vpon vs, preſerve thy ſer- 
uants, &c. Gabriel Bees , one of your owne, is not aſha- 
med to write, That God hath diuided his Kingdome, 
reſerving Iuſtice to himſelfe, hath left mercieto the vir- 
gin Afarie ; and a blalphemous Hymne: By the right of 
a Mother,Commaund the Redeemer. Epipheniwe (aith, 
Let Mary be had in honour, but letthe Father, Sonne, 
and Holy-Ghoſt be adored : Let no man adore Mary, 
&c. Hereſ 79. Againe,it is falſe that they alwayes con- 
clude their prayers , Per Chriſtum Dominum noſtrum : 
For, in that blaſphemous prayer of Thewas, they pray: 


Thou by the bloud of Thomas, which he for ws did ſpend, 
Make 5(0 Chriſt )to climbe where Thomas did aſcend. 


Heere they aske eternall life, by the bloud of Thewas:

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So ſome of the company haueabuled the Plalmes , and 
the Lords Prayer , by placing our Lady , and other 
Saints in the roome of God, 

Papiſts places, Exod. 32.13. Moſes prayer. Remem- 
ber 4braham, 1/aat, and 1acob, thy ſervants . Moſes (lay 
they) hoperh to have his prayer heard by their merits. 
Bellarmine. Anſwer. Moſes rehearſeth onely the Coue- 
nant made to them,and their ſeed, as it. to]loweth there; 
Moſes therefore pleadeth not their merits,but Gods pro- 
miſe tothem, Againe (fay they) the Saints on earth de- 
fire one anothers prayers, Romans I5. 30. Epheſians 6. 
18. Coloſſians 4.3. Ergo : much more may wee dekire 
the prayers of the Saints departed. Bellarmine. Anſwer. 
To pray one for another, hath a Commandement, the 
Lords prayer . O#r Father, (xc. and in other places of 
Scripture : It is a dutie of charity : But to requeſt the 
Prayers of Saints departed, hath no warrant. Againe, 
wee pray one for another heere, becauſe wee know one 
anothers neceſfities . Prayeris to be made to God one- 
ly, (and to no creature befides ) as a principall part of 
his worlhip , Eſay 42. 8. Afy glorie will 1 not giue ts ano- 
ther , nether my prayſe to grauen Images . Romans Io. 14. 
How (hall they call vpon him on whom they bane not belee- 
#ed? but we mult beleeue only in God; Ergo: no pray» 
er to be made, but tohim , The Rhemifts ſay they be- 
leeuc in our Lady : Ergo, they may pray torher . An- 
ſwer . Curſed are they that put any confidence in man, 5c. 
leremy 17.5. Againe, Hebr. 4. 16. weare wilied to goe 
with boldneſle to the Throne of grace ; tharwee may 
receiue mercie , and knde grace to helpe in thetime of 
neede: Ergo, no neede of Saints inuocation, Auguſtine 
faith : He tor whom.no man prayeth , but himlſelte in- 

treateth. 
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treateth for all ; be is the onely Mediatour : Ergo Saints 
are not to be prayed vnta,(tb.2. contre Permin.cap.8, Ni- 
cen Counſell 3. artic. 2. Tharaſius Prefident of the Coun« 
fell ſaith ; We doe plainely reſtifie that we repoſe and 
referre ourfaith , and truſt onely in God : Ergo, inno 
Saints or Angells, That the Saints pray for vs, they al- 
ledge theſe places, 2 Pet. 1.15. 1 will endeuour therefore 
alwayes, that ye alſo may be able ta haue remembrance of theſe 
things after my departure : where he promilſeth, ſaith the 
Rhemiſts , and Bellarmine cap. 18. to be carefull, and 
to pray for them after his departure. This the Apoſtle 
performeth , in writing this Epiſtle , that they may re« 
member the things that hee taughtthem,when hee was 
one from them , not to pray vnto him after hee was 
Jead, or hee to pray for them: For in verſe 13. he faith, 
1 thinkeTt meete, ſo long as I am in this Tabernacle, to ftirre 
You wp, by putting you in remembrance : Ergo, not after his 
diſſolution . Againe, they alledge the Rewelation 5.8. 
The foure and twentie Elders are ſayd to hawe golden wialls 
fall of odours , which are the prayers of the Saints, Rhe- 
miſts : Ergo, The Saints pray for vs. Anſwer. This tea- 
cheth vs not thar Saints pray for vs, and therefore wee 
muſt pray to them : Bur this is an ation of the whole 
Church of God Triumphant, and Militant , which do 
offer vp their prayers, and thankeſ giuings of {iweete 0- ; 
dour vnto Chriſt, out of the ſantified viails of their ho 
ly hearts, prophecied by Malachy 3. werſes 3. 4 See Ire- 
nes lib.q.cap.33. and 34. Againe, Tertull. hb. 4. contra 
Marcianuan. Pſal.t 41.2. Let my prayers be direited mn thy 
fraht, as the incenſe , and the lifting up of my hands , as the 
ewening Sacrifice . See x Peter 2.9. (peaking to the peo- 
ple, faith, Tow are 4 royal Prieſthood, (vc. T he Saints in 
N 3 heauen. 
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heauen pray not for any man in particular, Eſay 63-16. 

The Church faich ro God, Dowbthefſe thou art our Father,

Purgatorie. 


Papiſts affirme, that there is a certaine infernall place 
in the carth called Purgatory, in the which, as in a pri- 
ſon-houſe, the ſoules which were not fully purged in 

this life, are therecleanſed and purged by fixe , before 
they can berecciued into heauen. Bellerm, De Purgator. 
Rhemiſts 
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Rhemifts, Matth.12.Set# 9, The proofes Zachar.g.11, 
Thou baſt losſened thy priſoners ont of the pit, wherein was ns 
water. Pſal.66.12. Wee went throwzh fireand water, (vc, 
T hele, and ſuch like places are alledged . For the place 
of Zacharie, the leſuite hath alledged it already; for Zym- 
bus patrum , and now he maketh it ſerue for Purgatorie. 
But Purgatorie and Zymbu param, are diuerle, and 
contrary things. For Lymbas patrwms was onely for thoſe 
(as they fay) that liued betore Chritt,but Purgatory be- 
ganne ſince. Zymbuw was voyde of paine, and punith- 
ment , as they confefle ; fo is not Purgatorie. So as the 
place cannot ſignifie both . Bur they wreſt Scripture 
at pleaſure. Indeed the place intendeth no ſuch thing : 
bur it ſerteth forth the afflitions , and miſerics of this 
life . For ſo Awguſtine De Cinitate Dei, cap. 35. By the 
pit without water, hee vnderftandeth the drie and bar- 
ren dungeon of humane miſery, wherethere is no ſpring 
of Juſtice, but the pudd'e and mire of iniquitie, that is, 

the Propher ſpeaketh of the deliverance of the people 

from their cruel] and vniuſt bondage. Againe, out of 
the Pſalme 86. 13. Thou haſt delivered my ou from the 

loweſt graue. What elſe ( layth hee) « the loweſt pit or 


graue , but the loweſt degree of miſerie ? (vc. 1 Corinth. 3» - 


13. is their maine place for Purgatorie. The: fire ſhall irie 
ewery mans worke . 1f any mans worke burne , he ſhall ſuf- 
fer loſſe , but hee ſhall ſave himſelfe : yet as it were thorow 
fire. Bellarmine, by Wire vnderftandeth the flames of 
Purgatorie; by wood, ſtubble, ſtraw, he vnderftanderh 
finnes, which muſt be purged by fire. Anfwer. By the 
precious matter is not vnderftood the workes of Cha- 
ritie, but the preaching of ſound dotrine , by ſtraw, 
and other combultible matter, is meant the affetation 
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of eloquence, and corrupt teaching of the truth : yet 
holding the foundation : Not veniall ſinnes, as they af- 
firme; and this Bellarmine allo granteth. Secondly, Fire 
in this place is raken allegorically ; that is, by way of re- 
ſembiance,as the reſt of the words : neither can it be ta« 
ken of their Purgatorie, becaule it trieth the workes 
onely , not the perlons, as well the beſt matrer as the 
baſe. Bur all (hall not paſſe therow Purgatory,by their 
owne confeſſion : and therefore they ſhift ic off with a 
double ſence, verſe 13. the fire they take for Gods ſen- 
rence: in the verſe 15. for the flames of Purgatorie. As 
it in Allegories the ſame words and place ſhould admir 
a double ſence. The day ſhall declare it: Bellarmine (aith, 
The day of Chriſts comming; Rhemiſts vnderitand it, 
the particular day of euery mans death: ſo well they a- 

reetogether . Butthe meaning is apparant , that the 

ay, thatis, thetime (hall declare it : tor God hath ap- 
poynted a time, to examine euery mans dodtrine by 
fire; whick is nothing elſe, but the Iudgement of God, 
by the fire of his word : whereby cuery man in the day 
of his calling and conuerſion {hall know whether hee 
hath preached aright, or no. 

We acknowledge no ſuch place as Purgatorie ; as a 
third place, but Heaven, or Hell, according to the 
Scriptures. Our purgation is ,in this life , af:ions, 
and faich in the bloud of Chriſt, 1 Job 1. 7. Chriits 
blond purgeth ws from all oxr finnes, Hebr.g.1 4. 1t purgeth 
our conſciences from dead workes . Wee acknowledge bur 
two ſorts of men, Eccleſtafb.12.149.,g00d,or bad, He that 
beleeneth, ſhall be ſaued ;, he that beleeneth not, ſpall be dams- 
wed. Marke 10.16. Luke 16.26, John 3.30. Auguſtine 
conſenterh with vs, ſaying ; There is no midd.e or third 
place ' 
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place : but he muſt needs be with the Diuell, that is not 
with Chriſt, Z:b.1, cap. De Pece. remifſ. Againe,the third 
place beſides heauen, and hell, we are vtrerly ignorant 


of : nay, wee finde not in Scripture that there is any.

Merits. 


By Merits wee vngerſtand any thing , or worke, 
whereby Gods fauour, and lifeeternall,from the digni- 
tic of the worke binding God, &c. Merits are two-fold: 
one of the perſon, another ofthe worke. Of 
dying after Baptiſme : Ofthe worke , by the condigni- 
tie, yea mare, Supererrogation. I omit their idle and 
blaſphemous ſpeeches, and proofes , and come to the 
Anſwere. Wee renounce all perſonall merits of any 
mecre man : therefore of Infants that cannot worke ; 
alſo of workes done by them: Onely wee acknowledge 
Chrifts workes to merite , which are made ours by in. 
putation . But Papiſts will be ſaved by their owne 
warkes. See Exod. chap. 20.8. 1 will fhew mercy to them 
that lowe mee, and keepe my commundemens : If rheſe muſt 
hane mercy, who can pleade merits ? Romans 6.23. 
| The wages of finne « death, but eterwall life is the gift o 
God thorow leſus Chriſt. Epbeſ.2 8.10,- By grace yeare [#- 
wed through faith not af your ſelues: it is the gift of God,exe. 
Romans 8.18, The ſufferings of thu life are not worthy, ore. 
Titus 3.5. We are ſaued, not by workes which wee wrought, 
but according 18 bis mercy, (vc. Merit hath no place 
where mercie is required. See Fathers. Berward, T hoſe 
which wee call Merits, are the way to the Kingdome, 
not the caule of raigning. 4uguftive, HU my hope i in 
the death of my Lord : His death u my werit , my merit is 
the pefion of my Lord. Mangel, chapter wo and'twen- 
tice Againe ; He DTS ISR 
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his ownegifrs , not thy merits . P/alwe 120. Againe, 
Lord, thou wik quicken me, in thy Iuſtice, not in mine ; not 
becauſe I have deſerued it , but becauſe thou haſt had 
compalſhon, P/.

Againe, tor the Sacrament of the Lords Supper:-In 
the;.Supper, Chriſt vid in the Inſtitution thereof bread 
and wine, as outward lignes of-his body , and his preci- 
ous bloud, ſhed in remembrance: but theſe. willviebur 
one outward (igne, bread alone, Againe, they avill haue 
Chriſt bodily preſent in the Sacrament, and will vetex- 
ly abolith the fignes, by Tranſubſtantiation,. a toy of 
their owne Jeuiling , fo as no bread (hall remayne,con+ 
trary to.common ſence, againſt Chriſt, '/F&er,and Sprip- 
ture. See Reall preſence, Supper, and Tranſubſtantiation ; 
and ſothey vtteriy deftroy the Sacrament. 

Apaine, wee teach, no Imagesto be vied in Gods ſer- 
uice,cither publique or priuate, according to the ſecond 
Commaundement, Scripture ;and Churches pradile, 
foure hundred yeeres after Chriſt , and cuer contradi» 
Red lince : but they iuſtifie me Lay-mens 
bookes, and the:ſeruice of God, diretiy contrary to 
Scriptures. See title of mages. We teach, that God one» 
ly is to be worſhipped ; neither Saints,nor Angells,and 
that God is robbed of his honor, by how much is given 
vnrothem, &c. according to Peter, the Apoſtles, and 
Scripture. They direftly teach the contrary,as deroga-
